THE SCIENCE OF THE AGES XXII 


A Consideration of Growth and Habit as the Social 
Factors in Personal Existence 


Ax: difficulty the average astrologer 
will have, in his approach to Pythagorean 
Astrology, will arise from the fact. that 
while he has had much experience with the 
difference between aspects, as in distin- 
guishing a square from a trine, almost 
nothing in ordinary. horoscope procedure 
will be dny aid to him in comprehending 
the differences which establish the numer- 
ical value of an aspect on its own account. 
Astrological practice has always recognized 
a close aspect as stronger than one with 
a wide orb, but no effort has been made 
to scale this closeness except by establish- 
ing official ‘‘orbs.” The school of thought 
which uses a five or six-degree limit is only 
eliminating any consideration of wide 
aspects, while the group which uses larger 
orbs has placed an obligation upon itself 
to distinguish between the aspects in terms 
of their closeness, as in interpreting weak 
conjunctions in comparison with strong 
ones. 

A scaling of the closeness of an aspect 
in degrees of the zodiac will be of great 
value, unless of course it becomes no more 
than another way of saying that an aspect 
is strong or weak. The sequence of in- 
creasing degrees of separation, from ex- 
actness out towards complete lack of rela- 
tion, must have a definite meaning, which 
it gains through a continual development 
of identifiable stages in the dimensions of 
the aspect’s relation. 

The sequence is roughly, yet fundamen- 
tally, parallel to the “degrees of freedom”’ 
in mechanics. These mechanical “degrees” 
are simply the ways in which a point or 
body may move, or in which a system of 
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movement may change. Thus, in three 
dimensional space, a point has three de- 
grees of freedom because it can be moved 
in terms of length, breadth or thickness, 
A solid body has six degrees of freedom in 
three-dimensional space because it can 
move, not only as the point does, but in 
addition may turn on an axis in any one 
of the dimensions. Most simply, anything 
has as many degrees of freedom as it has 
possibilities of variation. 

It is important to realize that the cor- 
respondence here is not between a “de- 
gree” of freedom and a “degree” of the 
zodiac. Rather, the variation in the “de- 
gree’ of aspect, or its stage of integration 
or disintegration, corresponds to a phase in 
the “series of variation” in human experi- 
ence. Any typical conjunction can be used 
to illustrate the principle. Thus, if Mars 
and Venus are together, the initiative and 
consummatory capacity of the native have 
a mutual focus. The exactness of the 
aspect is an emphasis of this mutuality of 
focus. In other words, nothing is started 
by the native without its finishing being 
taken into full account at the moment, 


consciously or subconsciously. Conversely, 


nothing is finished without its full purpose 
and intent being similarly balanced in the 
decision or evaluation made. 

Under the conditions of exactness in 
aspect, this individual is shown to approach 
ordinary circumstances with a single degreé 
of freedom. He sees nothing but the im- 
mediate conjunction of factors. There is 
no subtlety in his acts, and no basic moral 
ity. He is opportunistic because, in this 
respect, he is uninhibited. Affairs under 
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this Mars and Venus relation are simple 
and direct; and this same directness pre- 
vails when the exact aspect (59° of orb, or 
less) is a square, a trine, or other aspect. 


The Measure of Participation 


When the aspect is not exact, the em- 
phasis is only potential in its great nature. 
It is defective either on the side of ap- 
proach and fulfilment, or on the side of 
letting go and turning to other things. As 
has already. been pointed out, there is an 
obvious difference between applying and 
separating aspects, but this distinction in 
the quality or “color” of the aspect; it is 
therefore of no basic importance in Pytha- 
gorean Astrology. ~The point of ‘present 
interest is not whether the aspect reveals 
a deficiency in approach or in separation, 
but rather what degree of personal involve- 
ment in the situation is indicated, and 
how this may become an‘asset or a handi- 
cap. 

Two men go into business together. At 
its simplest, the partnership is a conjunc- 
tion. In the most uninvolved emphasis of 
itself, it is the common use of a jaint capac- 
ity, or the nearest possible approximation 
to a single “degree of freedom” in partner- 
ship. Brown makes excellent candy, and 
Green is a super-salesman. Each by him- 
self is nothing at all in terms of the busi- 
ness they build together (the conjunction 
in question) and the business has no ex- 
istence except as both of them are in asso- 
ciation (or as the conjunction is formed). 
Brown could try to sell his own sweets, and 
Green could concentrate on haberdashery 
or automobiles, but it is not. a question of 
what the possibilities might be otherwise 
(some other aspect). The association is 
highly successful, and in its foundation 
picture (exactness of aspect) it is a simple 
case of joint effort. 

Many other considerations will appear 
in the horoscopes of these two men, and 
many of them will not be harmonious, per- 
haps, but this does not alter the existing 
fact of the emphasized conjunction, in the 
case where it is considered, Brown and 
Green still complement each other excel- 
lently in the candy business. , Their enter- 
prise provides one way to visualize that sit- 


uation in life which represents an exact 
aspect in astrology. 

However, most of the time an aspect will 
exhibit considerable deviation from exact- 
ness. In the case of the so-called two- 
degree aspect, there is an additional capac- 
ity for movement or change, or what 
amounts to another “degree of freedom.” 
The state of this aspect has been identified 
by the keyword “change.” As the first 
variation from the simple uninhibited act 
of contact, it consists of an equally simple 
recognition of the necessity to “maintain 
the sense of identity-in-contact.” Here is 
a development which can be illustrated 
again in the case of Brown’s partnership 
with Green, as this is expanded from the 
simple emphasis of their mutual value to 
each other, and seen as a situation in 
which some additional factor continually 
intrudes itself. 

Thus, Brown not only makes excellent 


_candy, but he is always experimenting. He 


is not content to supply the-demand which 
Green handles efficiently, but he must make 
changes, offer suggestions, try something 
new, and so on. His pattern of character 
is not adequately met by the simple re- 
iteration of itself in this candy making. 
For reasons shown otherwise in the chart, 
his temperament jhas an inadequate “set,” 
and the conjunction must provide the dif- . 
ferences in experience which will contribute 
towards getting a proper set. If Brown 
simply continues to make the fudge, nougat 


and French chocolates which have made 


him famous, he is somehow “taken for 
granted.” He needs to feel the constant 
impact of himself on his trade in a more 
vital fashion. He must see what happens 
when he puts a caramel covering on a twist 
of coconut, and the like. It is what some 
psychologists might term a necessary “up- 
lift” for his ego, but it really means that 
he must move in an additional dimension. 
He must make changes continually, in re- 
spect to this particular emphasis in life; 
otherwise he has no sense of himself as con- 
tinuing to be what he is. Thus, there are 
two “degrees of freedom” here. Brown 
moves first in being Brown, and then he 
moves also in “being Brown differently,” 
to remind others as well as himself that 


‘Brown is Brown. 
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The Three-Degree Aspect 


Emphasis and change have been pre- 
serited as the positive and negative facets 
of the first type of relation. They are the 
personal stages in this sequence of aspect 
valuation, in the same way the conjunc- 
tion with the parallel and opposition are 
the personal aspects. They deal with real- 
ity at the center of itself, so to speak. The 
next step in understanding is in a recog- 
nition of variables which mark a social, 
external or group value. The simplest 
form of this relationship is found in the 
three-degree aspect, positively; and in the 
four-degree aspect, negatively. 

The three-degree aspect is man’s simple 
capacity to work in codperation with 
others, either individually or in whole 
groups. The keyword for this stage in the 
sequence is “growth.” Brown can function 
with Green in the candy business, which in 
the stress of their joint activity is an “em- 
phasis” for him, and which in his desire 
for self-recognition and self-reassurance is 
“change.” In addition to this he may grow. 
It may be a literal expansion. The part- 
ners may find themselves so prosperous 
that they have to go into the real estate 
business in order to get the increasingly 
choice locations they require for their re- 
tail outlets. Brown does not know how 
to manage and develop properties, and 
neither does Green. Therefore they acquire 
a Mr. Gray who comes into the business 
to handle the new need. 

At this point the reader must keep his 
threads straight. Gray, like Green and 
Brown, has problems of his own. His ego 
may have an equal need for an uplift. 
Everything must be thought through from 
his point of view, on the basis of his prob- 
lems and in the light of his horoscope, when 
the consideration is of him. But here the 
concern is with Brown. It must be seen 
that the business now not only has to move 
in the dimension of making candy, and in 
the dimension of selling it, but also in the 
new dimension of displaying wares in'many 
retail establishments. When it came to 
money originally, as an example, the sup- 
plies for the candy and the expenses of 
selling had to be considered, but that was 
all. Now cash from the business may have 


some 


to go into closing a realty deal, and then 
a piece of real estate may have to be mort. 
gaged or sold to provide the finance for 
the business proper. Another “degree of 
freedom” has entered the picture. Many 
readers may feel the term should be a 
“degree of limitation,” but, however ex. 
pressed, it is no more than an additional 
complication of relationship. 

Growth is a living process of adjust- 
ment. The two-degree aspect moves things 
around, while the three-degree aspect gives 
them a different existence. Thus, Brown 
can cease making nougat and change to 
praline, which is a change, or he can make 
both, which is growth and. expansion. 
Change simply alters the factors in a given 
matter; but growth definitely adds dimen- 
sion to the consideration. The child is 
competent in the home, but upon growth 
into adulthood becomes competent in the 
community. The difference between a mere 
chemical substance and a living organism 
is that, while both change, the organism 
orders the change to its service, and that 
is what is meant by a movement in a new 
dimension. 


The Nature of Social Emphasis 


Whenever planets in a horoscope are re- 
lated by a three-degree aspect, their joint 
effort always involves the definite inclusion 
of an extra capacity. The- conjunction, 
when it is “emphasis” by exactness, gives 
a sharp focus in the life, and a more or less 
unshaken consistency at the given point. 
A conjunction of the three-degree order is 
less sharp, and it shows more variation be- 
cause the native moves in terms of an extra 
consideration. This is the meaning of the 
statement that the three-degree aspect it- 
troduces a social emphasis. The native 8 
less an individual in this activity; he works 
more through his fellows. He does not 
control the whole of his effort. He draws 
more upon the experience of those around 
him. Thus, when the aspects are exact of 
close to exact, the activity is spontaneous 
and uninhibited, but, as they become wider 
and wider, the activity they indicate be 
comes more and more involved in the sul 
rounding situation of life. While this 
a handicap from one point of view, tS 
an“asset from another. The value of the 
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Pythagorean analysis is that the native 
may employ the genius of the aspect in 
taking conscious control of his own life. 

The “growth” type of potentiality repre- 
sents a certain continuousness of stimula- 
tion. Brown could go ahead fairly con- 
sistently, forgetting the existence of Green 
in his obsession with his own work and own 
ideas, but with Gray in the picture there 
is always the possibility that Gray and 
Green will get their heads together in some 
detail of particular interest to Brown. Un- 
less Brown gets his own “finger in the pie” 
at an early stage, he will simply be carried 
along and outvoted by his partners. The 
arrival of Gray on the scene, in conse- 
quence, requires Brown to have a more 
continuous awareness of the presence in the 
picture, not only of Gray, but of Green 
also. This is the type of impact, from two 
different yariables, that is the basis of 
growth as such. The number “three” be- 
comes the type of fundamental activity 
because of this dual reference. 

Act under the “one” is simple existence, 
and act under the “two” is equally simple 
reflex. Act under this “three,” however, 
involves definite and continuous choice in 
a sensitiveness to self, and to the interests 
of self. This. was illustrated by Admiral 
Byrd in his Antarctic Expedition. When 
it became necessary to spend some months 
away from the main party, for purposes of 
observation under hazardous conditions, he 
did not dare take a single companion. It 
was safe to go alone, as he did, and to get 
his necessary stimulation in continued self- 
existence from interior or psychological 
processes. Three would have been an ideal 
party, but there wasn’t room for all of 
them. Two men cooped up under such 
rigorous circumstances would simply have 
reacted blindly against each other. The 
friction would have inevitably stimulated 
basic animal reflexes, and it might have 
ended in tragedy. While a man and woman 
could isolate themselves in this fashion, 
their case would be different because the 
fundamental deviation in their natures and 
organisms would provide the necessary 
third factor. It would separate them 
psychologically at some times, and at 
others provide the unity to cancel out any 
dangerous reflex vibrations. 


“Activity” in its true sense is a contin- 
uous necessity for making choices. or read- 
justments of one sort or another. Candy- 
maker Brown now faces the necessity of 
acting with and through Green on the one 
hand, and Gray on the other. He can 
never combine them in any real sense, so 
as to handle them as a single factor, and 
in consequence, he can no longer dismiss 
the situation from his active consciousness. 
He must consult with one or the other, or 
must ally himself with either of them, 
whenever a difference of opinion results be- 
tween them. Moreover, unless he wishes 
his own opinion to be overruled by a unity 
against him on their part, he must apply 
to one or the other continually for support 
in his own way of looking at things. 
Whereas before, in the more simple situa- 
tion, he was able to act with great freedom 
in most respects, now he must increasingly 
work with the others. This limitation on 
his own simple initiative is.a great expan- 
sion in terms of his capacities however, be- 
cause he is using their experience in ap- 
plication to his own problems, thanks to 
his continual assimilation of himself into 
the personality of one or the other of them 
in the new relations. Here is the true 
essence of growth. 


The Four-Degree Aspect 


The four-degree aspect takes the key- 
word “habit.” On the analogy of the prior 
stages in aspect valuation, whereby “em- 
phasis” or the one-degree aspect is the 
positive side of identity, and “change” or 
the two-degree aspect is the negative side, 
“growth” or the three-degree aspect is the 
positive factor, and “habit” or the four- 
degree aspect is the negative factor, of 
man’s emergence into conscious experience 
in the society of his fellows. This new 
dimension of act can again be illustrated 
in terms of the candy business, where the 
logical next step is to add a restaurant 
feature on a major scale. If the sweets 
are the best in the country, and the retail 
stores the finest in the city, the new din- 
ing rooms must be launched with a high 
assurance of excellence. The need adds 
Mr. White to the firm. 

The wittiest understanding of the “four” 
is provided by Mohammed in his explana- 
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tion of the reason a man should have four 
wives. If he has one, says Mohammed, 
she intrudes in every detail of his personal 
expression, and gives him no peace. A 
second wife does not improve the situation 
because the two ladies then proceed to 
quarrel, and to draw him into their dis- 
agreements. In the case of three, the two 
oldest and most unattractive combine 
against the youngest and prettiest, and he 
has to spend his time protecting her. How- 
ever, if he has four wives, they couple off 
two and two, and confine their bickering 
among themselves, so leaving him in peace. 

The idea is that, with four factors, a 
square sort of foundation becomes possible 
for the given situation. Brown no longer 
has to worry’ over playing politics with 
Green and Gray separately, to keep them 
from combining to force a joint point of 
view upon him, since now he can enlist 
White against them in one phase of activ- 
ity, get Gray on his side in a second one, 
and win Green’s support for a third. The 
four-degree aspect indicates a foundational 
social set as things settle down in a satis- 
factory fashion. ‘Habit” here is that dis- 
missal of his functions to automaticity by 
which man becomes a social animal and 
through which his energies are released for 
building a civilization. 

The sequence of number or potentiality 
thus moves on to greater and greater com- 
plication, but each additional step also puts 
down a very necessary foundation for per- 
sonal experience. The realization of any- 
thing at all begins with “emphasis,” and 
charts with one-degree aspects show the 
native’s energies concentrated on this phase 
of existence. Restlessness or “change,” 
indicated by two-degree aspects, is the 
progression in potentiality by which a man 
sees the importance of being more than 
just “being.” This is negative, but it 
paves the way for the next positive step in 
“growth,” revealed by the three-degree 
aspect. Charts in either the two-degree or 
three-degree aspects are found will identify 
a life-pattern which fundamentally dis- 
closes these qualities in the native’s gen- 
eral activity. 

The life or career of a native whose 
chart is characterized by four-degree 
aspects, illustrating the activity of “habit,” 


arte 


tends toward the establishment of a settled 
state of affairs in every relationship. This 
indication in personal potentiality, how. 
ever, is not so much limitation as it is q 
constancy or definite dependability. Growth 
leads to habit and habit establishes the 
“set” in the personality, for the worst oc- 
casionally, but more importantly, for the 
best in nearly every instance. Here a man 
is found as it is possible to count on him 
to hold steady, to contribute to the stabil- 
ity of the social structure as a whole. Life 
in general is interesting as it offers growth 
but, by the same token, it is tolerable as its 
“set” offers steadiness. The four-degree 
aspects indicate the pointing of a life as it 
is concentrated in this direction. 


The Importance of the Four 


The importance of the fourfold set in 
things is shown by the predominant degree 
to which this arrangement is characteristic 
of nature. In the field of religion, the most 
exalted name of God, according to the 
Hebraic Christian tradition, is the tetra- 
grammaton or four-lettered name JHVH, 
which in common English translation is u- 
fortunately disguised and destroyed asa 
symbol in the word “Jehovah.” Nature is 
filled with illustrations of the foundational 
importance of the “four” in its organic 
structure, and in astrology the element of 
quadrature is far more revealing and use- 
ful than the theoretically equally important 
triplicity. The three and the four together 
are the background of most astrological 
structures, and aspects of these values 
have perhaps the most average influence 
in the ordinary chart. These degrees of 
separation avoid the concentrated activity- 
pointing of the one-degree and two-degree 
aspects, and the greater diffusion of wide 
orbs on the other. 

The values of these first four numbers 
in aspect valuation give the key to the 
whole system of Pythagorean interpreta 
tion. If these are understood, the wider 
orbs will offer no difficulty. Planetary I 
lations within the compass of the four 
types of activity brought out thus far will 
give the primary key to any horoscope 
subjected to this form of analysis, and 
will identify the points of dynamic inflt- 
ence in the life of any given native.

The application of electional astrology 
to events in which there are two well-de- 
fined contenders gives consistently correct 
results if the chart is interpreted literally. 
The procedure is so simple that a student 
can use the technique as soon as he is able 
to calculate an exact chart. A record of 
the result, attached to each chart, can pro- 
vide the student with a scientific basis for 
judgment on future events. 

The chart is erected for the exact time 
and place of the event. The Ist house 
tuler is the significator of the defender, 
the 7th house ruler that of the challenger. 
The relative stfength of these two houses 
and their rulers describes the outcome. 
Aspects culminating during the event in 
question, particularly if one of the sig- 
nificators is involved, take precedence over 
all other indications. 
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An election chart erected for the 4th 
game of the World Series serves as an ex- 
cellent example. Saturn, the ruler of the 
Ist house, is the significator of the Brook- 
lyn team (because the game was played in

their home park); the Moon, ruler of the 
7th, is significator of the N. Y. Yankees. 
Two aspects were almost sure to culminate 
during the game—Moon conjunct Mars at 
4:40 and Saturn trine Neptune at 4:48, 
and a third, Moon sextile Jupiter, would 
be in effect if the game ran slowly. A pre- 
game prediction would have to take this 
time element into consideration—Brooklyn 
to win if the game was completed before 
4:48, the Yankees to win if the playing 
time ran over this aspect. The prediction 
was verified with startling accuracy; the 
game was apparently over with Brooklyn 
winning—the last man called out on strikes . 
just as the Saturn trine Neptune culmin- 
ated, when the ball got. away from the 
catcher and the game got away from 
Brooklyn, going to the Yankees by a typi- 
cally Jupiterian last-minute stroke of luck.

I think I have an answer to that riddle 
and believe that on the basis of historical 
analysis a fairly accurate prediction of the 
ultimate outcome can be made. 

We must bear in mind that back of all 
the howling and shouting and roar of guns, 
there are certain individuals who take no 
part in the fighting, but whose business 
It is to determine in advance who shall win. 
To them the world is a chessboard and 
they move armies as a man moves pawns, 
bishops, knights, etc. These “behind-the- 
scenes” powers are the International Dip- 
lomats. It is in the conference rooms of 
international diplomacy that wars are 


really fought — and won — or lost. 
Armies are often merely stage props—or at 
most weapons in the hands of these Master 
Fencers, so let us forget whether today 
Germany bombs London or Britain bombs 
Berlin, or how much damage is or is not 
done by each, Let us rather take a look 
at the diplomatic chessboard, because it is 
there that the war will be won or lost. 


A question that Isolationists are very 
fond of firing at their opponents is some- 
what as follows: “Jf Hitler could not in- 
vade England across 20 miles of the Eng- 
lish Channel, how do you expect him suc- 
cessfully to invade America?” That sounds 
like a very reasonable question, but if’ we 
examine it carefully we find that it is one 
of those trick questions containing an as- 
sumption which by implication answers it- 
self. The catch is in the use of the words 
“could not.” The same question based on 
actual fact might be phrased thus—‘‘Since 
Hitler Aas not invaded England,” etc. The 
reason Hitler has not so far invaded Eng- 
land must now be fairly clear to any stu- 
dent of history—particularly the history of 


‘modern power politics, but it should also 
_be evident that the fact that Hitler has 
“ not so far invaded England is no guarantee 


that he will not as soon as he may dispose 
of Russia. In fact, should Russia capitu- 
late it is, in my opinion, a dead certainty 
that he will invade England quickly and— 
who knows?—perhaps—successfully. 


The part which Russia has played in 
this game was set forth (from my personal 
point of view) in detail in the September, 
1940 issue of American Astrology Mag- 
azine, page 9, as follows:— 


Developments following the Russo- 
German pact persistently raise the 
question as to whether Hitler did not 
thereby outsmart himself by splitting 
his vote. Did he not thereby cancel 
out, at one stroke, all the advantages 
gained by his alliance with Mussolini, 
and by the same token, does not the 
Russian Alliance appear in the light 
of a futile gesture?—“A man cannot 
serve two masters.” 

So far Hitler has given many indi- 
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cations of his full appreciation of the 
major role Mussolini must play in his 
career, i.e., a “mascot.” So far Duce 
as enjoyed the novel experience (for 
a conqueror) of getting what he 
wanted without fighting. Will this 
last? — Will Hitler’s associates (not 
omitting Stalin) permit it to last? Hit- 
ler has repeatedly affirmed that he 
will not make Napoleon’s mistake. 
Was he referring to Napoleon’s catas- 
trophic attack on his former ally— 
Russia—or did Der Fuehrer also have 
reference to his Italian mascot? The 
latter assumption seems plausible. In 
that case, Hitler has a rather delicate 
situation there, He might easily find 
himself in the unhappy position of “a 
fish between two cats.” If it ever 
comes to a point where Hitler must 
choose, and if he has as much faith in 
astrology as he is said to have, then it 
is a foregone conclusion that he will 
choose Duce — but what does that 
make Stalin? Well—it would prob- 
ably make him master of all south- 
eastern Europe, possibly Scandinavia, 
and in fact almost anything else he 
might want to be master of. Yes—a 
very delicate situation indeed. Hitler 
must spend many an anxious hour 
over that one. What must make it so 
exasperating from Hitler’s point of 
view is that the more he adds to his 
total of conquest, the more precarious 
his position becomes so long as the 
deciding vote remains in Stalin’s hand. 
Talk about your loan sharks—whew! 
Reminds us of the man who borrowed 
$5,000, paid back $7,000, and still 
owed $10,000. Someone might say, 
“Suppose Hitler defeats Britain? How 
then could Russia be a menace?” Quite 
so — but suppose he doesn’t defeat 
Britain—suppose Stalin does not want 
him to defeat Britain? For 300 years 
Britain has held the “Balance of 
Power” in European affairs, but not 
any more, With the signing of the 
Russo-German Pact, this center of 
gravity shifted suddenly from London 
to Moscow, and we may be sure Rus- 
sia will exert every effort and do what- 
ever may be necessary to keep it there. 


How then can Russia logically allow 
Britain to be defeated, since such de- 
feat would immediately put this much 
coveted “Balance of Power” in Ber- 
lin? No—Britain is Russia’s security 
in this deal. Without Britain, Stalin 
would be at the mercy of the Axis 
partners. Can you visualize a pawn- 
broker voluntarily’ relinquishing his 
security for a loan to the borrower 
without payment of any kind? I think 
not. Russia is in a position to demand 
just about any price she likes for 
Britain, and it may be assured that 
the price will be high—so high, in fact, 
that even if Hitler were willing to 
pay, it is doubtful that Mussolini 
would be. Could Hitler not cut this 
Gordian knot by renouncing Italy? It 
is doubtful that Hitler would even 
dare consider that... . That would be 
disastrous (for Hitler) — astrologi- 
cally. Thus it would seem that any 
way the cat jumps, or rather which- 
ever cat does jump, Hitler is trapped 
—so long as Britain remains unde- 
feated. 


It has ever been beyond our comprehen- 
sion how anyone who is at all familiar with 
the history of the Slavic and Germanic peo- 
ples could ever be fooled by that Russo- 
German Pact. Yet, it would seem that even 
Hitler, astute manipulator that he is sup- 
posed to be, was apparently deluded into 
believing that he could make two and two 
equal three. The only explanation must be 
that he was blinded by his own colossal 
egotism—the “Achilles heel” of all would- 
be world conquerors. 

It was probably on June 27, 1940 that 
Hitler first realized he had been check- 
mated. On June 24th, Hitler and Musso- 
lini concluded their Armistice with France 
and were ready to deal with England, but 
three days later Russia served an ulti- 
matum on Roumania, and two days after 
that (June 29th) Russian troops marched 
into Bessarabia. The handwriting was on 


the wall in characters so clear’ that even 


Hitler could not fail to read them. We can 
well imagine his chagrin, not to say dis- 


may. His first reaction was to play for - 


time, meanwhile launching an all out air 
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assault on the British Isles, hoping thereby 
at least to get revenge on “perfidious Al- 
bion”—if nothing else, for the moment. 

Came a day in the Spring of 1941 (after 
Japan had also joined Russia) when he 
realized something had to be done to break 
this deadlock. Time was slowly but surely 
playing into the hands of his enemies. So 
as a last desperate gesture (and he must 
have been desperate to do it) he sent his 
right hand man and closest friend, Rudolf 
Hess, to England as a special envoy to 
sound out the possibilities of an alliance 
with Britain against Russia, whom he now 
hated more than he ever hated England, 
if that were possible, but Britain, know- 
ing full well that she held all the cards 
raised the bid, and Hitler was forced to 
do the very thing he wanted above all else 
to avoid—attack Russia. Hitler has re- 
peatedly stated that he would never make 
Napoleon’s mistake. Yet here he was, 
forced by an inexorable fate to travel the 
same old road. 

If the British diplomats, while appar- 
ently bungling the Moscow negotiations 
during the summer of 1939, had actually 
concluded a secret treaty with Russia, one 
of the clauses of which provided for a non- 
aggression pact’ between Russia and Ger- 
many, they could not have more effectually 
stymied the enemies of Britain. The “Bal- 
ance of Power” was a small enough price 
to pay for national survival since Germany 
was in a fair way to get it anyway. Russia 
may have gambled that Hitler would be 
sufficiently involved that he would not dare 
to attack, but Hitler, running true to form, 
also took a gambler’s chance and did at- 
tack. And now?—Britain cannot—and 
will not—allow Russia to be defeated. 

What about Japan? In March, 1941, 
when the Japanese Foreign Minister Mat- 
suoka journeyed to Berlin and Rome (via 
Russia) ostensibly to clarify and solidify 
Japanese relations with the Axis, we pri- 
vately expressed the firm conviction that 
the real purpose of that journey was to 
visit Moscow and conclude a_non-ag- 
gression pact with Russia—it was. Fur- 
thermore, we do not believé that Japan has 
any intention of repudiating that pact. 
Japan’s interests are in the South Pacific 
and it is in that direction that her expan- 


sionist program, if any, will be directed. 
Japan can scarcely be expected to enter 


‘the war against Russia because strategi- 


cally her very existence depends upon a 
Russian victory, but if Britain fails to 
keep her bargain with the Kremlin, 
Japan may well enter the war as an 
ally of Russia. American diplomats are 
now faced with a dilemma, They must 
harmonize, not Japanese and American in- 
terests, but Japanese and British interests. 
Japan will desert the axis any day America 
will guarantee Britain’s good faith in her 
representations as to her (post war) Asiatic 
activities. Japan never intended to use 
the axis as anything more than a basis for 
bargaining. However, American Diplomats 
are probably well aware that actually it is 
not necessary for them to guarantee any- 
thing. In either case, the result will be 
the same. 1—Japan will not attack either 
Russia ‘or United States unless Russia 
should collapse completely, which is im- 
probable. Then it might be necessary for 
Japan to establish new bases in Siberia 
for protection against Germany. But in 
that event this’ would probably be done 
with the tacit consent of Russia. 2—Japan 
will promptly desert the Axis on the day 
that Britain launches a major offensive in 
Europe, because on that day, the bargain- 
ing value of her Axis alliance will have 
vanished. 


Not a word about Mussolini?—That is 
a pathetic case. The Italian people really 
deserve our sympathy, yet the tragic role 
Duce now plays as Hitler’s stooge was 
clearly foreshadowed in a comparison of 
their two charts. , 

From our December 1933 issue, page 4: 


There are indications that Hitler 
has entered into AN ALLIANCE with 
Italy. It is difficult to understand just 
how this might be, but it nevertheless 
appears that Mussolini may have di- 
rectly or indirectly had much more to 
do with Hitler’s rise to power than is 
popularly supposed and furthermore 
that Mussolini is in some way bound 
to support his protegé, There is in fact 
every reason to believe that Mussolini 
may have been a prime factor in that 
POWER BEHIND THE SCENES 
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which was undoubtedly responsible 
for that sudden, unexpected and sur- 
prisingly successful German Revolu- 
tion, Hitler’s Horoscope, with Saturn 
in the M. C., necessarily predicates 
the existence of such secret support. 
For further details on this point we 
would refer the reader to our JUNE 
1933 issue of American Astrology 
Magazine, page 23. The progressions 
in Hitler’s chart for the early months 
of 1933 bear a very significant rela- 
tionship to the natal planets of the 
Italian Dictator to say nothing of the 
fact that their natal charts are also 
closely linked, yet Hitler and Musso- 
lint are natural enemies. They are 
probably quite unaware of the. fact, 
but if this thing goes on, the day will 
come when they will have no doubt 
of it. Any time tt comes to that, Mus- 
solini will get the worst of the bargain. 
From a purely practical point of view 
Il Duce would be well advised to leave 
that German hornet’s nest alone. If 
he keeps fooling around there, one of 
these days he will get painfully stung. 


Come to think of it, those “Oysters” 
were “Isolationists” too, weren’t they? 
I felt so sorry for them,

EPHEMERIS 

In November, 1940, I saw Wynn's O. K. 
of your new Ephemeris, 75° W. for U.S. 
A., and was greatly delighted with my 
copy, for it had everything one could ask 
for in an American Astrological Ephemeris, 

Then I sent for your 1942 Ephemeris 
and got some big surprise at the difference 
from all angles from your 1941 Ephemeris, 
for I expected another like the issue for 
1941. Your paper used in the 1942 Ephe- 
meris is only 2/1000 thick—far too light 
a weight per sheet per pound to stand the 
handling practicing astrologers will give it 
in everyday use. The following points are 
absent in your ’42 issue: 

(1) No R. A.’s of planets. 

(2) No tables of Houses for the Placidus 
system, so generally used. 

(3) No rising and setting of planets. 

(4) No tables of L.C.T. of sunrise, sunset 
moonrise, moonset, etc. : 

I am a student of Wynn’s Astrology and 
not far enough advanced in four years to 
point out all the omissions in your °42 
Ephemeris, but I can predict that the sales 
of your 1942 Ephemeris will be so far 
below those of 1941 that you will event- 
ually have to replace the four points I 
mention in order to keep your Ephemeris 
sales up to the standard set by your 1941 
issue. 

The omissions in 1942 Ephemeris are 
too radical. Your readers won’t stand for 
it if they bought your first issue.

ANSWER: We would not even attempt 
to harmonize Mr. Lopez’ predictions with 
Mr. Councel’s conception of astrology as 
set forth in the article mentioned. Per- 


haps they are not intended to be harmon. 
ized; each has applied the same subject 
from two entirely different points of view 
and within the limitations of their tech- 
niques, both are correct. It may be pointed 
out that Mr. Lopez, in his predictions, 
deals with mass consciousness, whereas 
Mr. Councel views the problem of predes- . 
tination from the standpoint of the indi- 
vidual. The difference in these two points 
of view may be figuratively considered as 
widely separated as the poles. 

It may be said that it is conceivably 
possible for a national leader to apply the 
principles expounded by Mr. Councel to 
the complete frustration of the mass trend 
which Mr. Lopez so correctly forecasts, 
However, this would be a matter of degree 
and the fact remains that only the most 
powerful leader could (and only an auto- 
cratic dictator would want to) mold the 
mass consciousness to the pattern of his 
individual will; in fact, the entire interna- 
tional conflict now in progress is a conflict 
between those who claim that this latter is, 
and those who claim that this is not, a cor- 
rect or wise procedure. We may be counted 
among those who claim that it is not. We 
refuse to believe that there is, ever has 
been, or ever will be, any one man (or 
man-made organization) qualified to so 
direct the destiny of mankind. We be- 
lieve that thru application of democratic 
principles it is permissible for the wisest 
of men to counsel, advise and influence the 
masses thru appeals to reason, but it is 
our firm conviction that an attempt by any 
man to enforce his individual will on the 
mass consciousness of humanity is an af- 
front to the Creator of the human intel- 
lect—an affront which, in the history of 
the world, ever has carried its own retri- 
bution. 

Your reference to Gibraltar as an “in- 
animate object” implies a misconception of 
Astrology. In his remarks re Gibraltar it 
may be reasonably assumed that Mr. Lo- 
pez did not imply that the “Rock of Gib- 
raltar” was itself dominated, or in the 
total perspective of its history controlled, 
“by the planetary pattern of July 24, 1704. 
The implication was rather that this date 
could be accepted as a key to the British, 
occupation and administration.

ANSWER: Allow me to say that I, per- 
sonally, was definitely opposed to the third 
term in principle and I still think that 
those who made that decision were in 
error. However,’ 26,000,000 Americans 
disagreed with me and they Were in ma 
jority, therefore I have no sympathy what- 
ever with those who now fail to give to 
the (duly elected) President of United 
States full and unqualified loyal support. 
Those who disagree with his policies should 
have the courtesy to wait until the next 
election when they will have ample oppor- 
tunity to express their disapproval in the 
democratic (American) way. 
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As for being pro-British—insofar as we 
may give any thought to our European 
neighbors, we haven’t much choice—have 
we?—unless, of course, one would prefer 
Nazi Germany as a neighbor. Manifestly 
it must be one or the other and surely we 
cannot avoid some consideration of that 
fact. The isolationist professes not to care 
who our international neighbors may be, 
yet, paradoxically, insists that we should 
arm as speedily as possible in national de- 
fense. Defense against what—or whom? 
A possible mew neighbor, perhaps? If then, 
it is necessary to arm against possible in- 
roads on the part of some predatory neigh- 
bor, we are not really isolated after all, 
are we? Even the isolationist, by his insist- 
ence upon national defense, admits that 
isolationism is. only a theory. 

In point of actual fact, the only differ- 
ence between the Isolationist and the In- 
terventionist is that whereas the former 
advises a defensive attitude, the latter in- 
sists that our best defense is a good offen- 
sive, a difference on policy or method 
rather than purpose. On this question of 
policy it must be admitted by anyone that 
purely defensive tactics have not, so far, 
proved very effective in Europe. Perhaps 
a little less “anti” and a little higher “ante” 
might serve to shorten the game by calling 
a few bluffs—and, incidentally, it might 
in the long run save a few chips. 

The inescapable conclusion on a logical 
basis must be that, whether we like it or 
not, we cannot avoid taking sides in this 
conflict. Since this preference must be 
predicated upon a choice of neighbors, 
surely that international order which 
necessitates the expenditure of so much of 
our time and money on national defense 
is the least desirable. Anyway, so far we 
haven’t observed anything particularly in- 
spiring about this so-called “New Order.” 
‘To each and every country that has so 
far been included, it has signalized the 
approach of hunger, desolation, despair and 
death—what’s new about that? Further- 
more, with a naiveté so characteristic of 
a people never noted for their sense of 
humor,* they are now insisting that it is 
the duty of the despised (not to say “so

inefficient”) democracies, to’ feed and 
clothe those very nations who have been so 
fortunate (?) as to fall under the benefi- 
cent control of those Nazi supermen. As if 
we needed any further proof of the inso- 
lent contempt in which they hold all 
other races. “Wave of the Future”—in- 
deed? The pages of history are full of 
such barbarities.

URANUS—SATURN

June 20, 1944. Uranus is in Gemini May 
14, 1942 until June 10, 1949. Now while 
Saturn is in Gemini, does he act as a stabil- 
izer, or what? Is there a treatise that deals 
with just such matters? If so, please tell 
me the title, etc.

ANSWER: Uranus in transit thru Ge- 
mini may be expected to stimulate the 
emotions of humanity along radical uncon- 
ventional lines and history records that in 
a political sense this has usually resulted 
in large scale revolutionary movements of 
an epochal nature. 

Saturn in Gemini will probably operate 
most noticeably in matters connected with 
employment, public service and public 
health. The tendency will be to stabilize 
and organize, resulting in greater ccnsoli- 
dation in the ranks of labor and adding 
purpose, persistence and determination to 
labor movements. Yet in its more restric- 
tive aspect it could also result in many 
complications thru work stoppages, strikes, 
etc. 

It may readily be seen that the simul- 
taneous action of these two forces could 
result either in a stabilization of the er-

atic Uranian (emotional) tendencies or 
violent revolutionary reBellion against the 
Saturnine restrictions in the department of 
(public) health and work. This may be ex- 
pected to manifest as, possibly, an epi- 
demic of major proportions or similar dras- 
tic changes of conditions affecting public 
health and morale, but also violent up- 
heavals and drastic changes within .the 
ranks of labor. Well organized resistance 
against established authority or oppression 
may give the “Master Race” a rude awak- 


ening. They may well be forced to realize ’ 


that it is indeed a fact that “a man’s a 
man for a’ that.” 

It may be noted that Patrick Henry* 
(“Give me liberty or give me death”) had 
Saturn in Gemini (conjunct Sun) and 
Uranus in Sagittarius opposing Neptune in 
Gemini, which gives some clue to the gen- 
eral attitude of those who are simultan- 
eously stimulated by these dual forces of 
individualism and conservatism (democ- 
racy vs. autocracy). Of this union may be 
born a desperation which may impell whole 
nations (as well as individuals) to commit 
mass suicide in the cause of liberty. 

This cycle which may be said to have 
commenced with the temporary transit of 
Uranus in the first degree of Gemini, Aug- 
ust to October, 1941 (inclusive), may be 
expected to culminate May 3, 1942, on 
which date Saturn conjoins Uranus at 
29:20 Taurus at 8:15 a.m., E.S. T. At 
about that time the present course of his- 
tory may be radically and drastically 
changed thru some sudden surprising event 
or political (international) development. 

This may also be expected to apply to 
individuals who have any planet or planets 
in the 29th degree of Taurus or Ist degree 
of Gemini.** ,

The Influence of the Planet Jupiter in the 
Twelve Signs of the Zodiac 


INTRODUCTION . 
III. Influence 


Jupiter, by his House position, Sign, 
decan, zodiacal degree and aspects will in- 
fallibly reveal not only the extent of the 
native’s benevolence of disposition but the 
nature of his ideals and his spiritual apti- 
tudes, as also the general and frequently, 
too, the particular trend his ambition will 
take, 

Perhaps the best Signs Jupiter can ten- 
ant are: (1) Cancer, where his influence 
is distinctly prolific, preserving and har- 
monizing; (2) Sagittarius, wherein it is 
often exerted in a creative manner; (3) 
Pisces, wherein it exerts a dissolving or 
regenerative effect. Over these Signs, one 
Cardinal and two Common, Jupiter exerts 
a decidedly preservative and harmonizing 
effect. Jupiter is essentialy dignified in 
either Pisces or Sagittarius. He. is ex- 
alted in Cancer, the lunar Sign, especially 
in the fifteenth degree, for the seed-atom 
which furnishes the body of the incoming 
Ego is projected by the Moon into Cancer, 
but Jupiter represents the spiritual part 
and therefore presides at the ingress into 
the body of the Ego itself. 

Jupiter works principally upon the emo- 
tional plane, whereon he is the particular 
significator of growth. He is the prime 
generator of the religious as, too, in many 
respects of the social urge as well, besides 
which he may be considered as both the 
significator and the formulator of the con- 
scious soul. A prominent Jupiter well 
aspected points to a mind with an immense 
capacity for common sense, one that is 
open to reason, humane and gifted with 
broad vision. The basic disposition of

Jupiter being one of expansive effort, this 
manifests in ideality and optimism. He 
promotes very definite religious tendencies 
with sound judgment and generosity. Thus 


a Jupiter that works as a positive force . 


in the Geniture will cause one to display 
the qualities of respect, benevolence, honor, 
sympathy, wisdom, justice, veneration and 
joviality, the latter word being derived 
from the proper name Jove, the popular 
appellation of Jupiter among the Romans. 
Upon the other hand, a weakly placed 
Jupiter, one that operates negatively in 
the Natus, will cause the native to display 
extravagance, dissipation, conceit, fanatic- 
ism, self-indulgence, hypocrisy, irresolution 
and laziness. Indeed, afflicted Jupitereans 
are among the commonest of types, every 
race track and gambling den being crowded 
with them. Elsewhere they may be ob- 
served in the ranks of what church-goers 
are pleased to call the “ministry of the 
Word,” the “idle rich,” would-be bohe- 
mians and what has recently been denoted 
as “café society,” a more glamous designa- 
tion for an old and well recognized level 
of society. 

Jupiter angular or in the Second House 
always tends to somessuccess, even when 
adversely aspected. Jupiter is strong in 
the Ascendant, particularly in any of the 
three Signs above mentioned, wherein he 
confers a full, fertile, resourceful nature 
and one well capable of action, especially 
in relation to social needs and affecting 
groups of persons rather than units. 

In the Midheaven, Jupiter very often 
gives pride of position, a generous ambition 
allied to a strong sense of dignity and, 
when not afflicted, an innate respect for 
what is conventionally proper in the way

of correct usage, a tendency toward formal- 
ism and ceremony, pomp and etiquette, 


besides a sense of proportion in all things , 


out of which grows a love for beauty, har- 
mony and order. Here, too, he bestows 
reverance, veneration and devotion, these 
being his primal attributes over and above 
all others. 

But when setting he is not so powerful 
in many respects, even though he may 
well call out benevolence and philanthropy 
plus a willingness to cooperate with others, 
not only in marriage—which is the tech- 
nical meaning of the Seventh House—but 
also in friendship, partnership associations, 


in business and in combinations and move-: 


ments of various descriptions. His influ- 
ence conserves and builds up the physical 
structure of the body, while in relation to 
the mind it demonstrates more by way 
of synthesis and intuition than by analysis 
and criticism. 

A happy aspect of Jupiter to the Moon 
with reception of dignities, shows a 
wealthy wife and one of good birth, more 
especially should Jupiter be found posited 
in the Seventh.or Eighth Houses at birth. 
On the other hand, Jupiter in the Seventh, 
no matter how strong, with Mars, Saturn 
or Uranus in opposition to him, shows 
strife, whether with one’s mate, one’s part- 
ner, or with the public generally. Those 
having any of the above configurations 
would do well to be chary in the matter 
of going to law. 


Typical Jupiterean Types 


The most typical Jupiterean types are 
those of the priest and ceremonialist; 
thence are derived all the gradations in 
Jupiterean expression down to the con- 
ceited formalist and the mere “stuffed 
shirt,” the racketeer, as well as those who 
are forever going to law over matters that 
could well be settled with a little under- 
standing and forbearance, the flashy, 
“sport,” the “dead-beat,” the prodigal, the 
spendthrift, the bon-vivant, those merely 
careless in the payment of their obliga- 
tions and the sensuously self-indulgent. 
An afflicted Jupiter always shows a pen- 
chant toward the seeking of hazardous solu- 
tions with or without risk. However, just 
because one has an afflicted Jupiter is no 


excuse for sliding to the devil via the above 
proclivities, especially since Jupiterean af- 
flictions, similar to those of other members 
of the hierarchy, are bequeathed us only 
for our own eventual good to be realized 
once we have overcome them. In this 
matter of planetary afflictions—Jupiter’s 
aspect being that of the trine while Saturn’s 
is the square—it has frequently been ob- 
served that Jupiter’s square to a planet 
works out better in the long run than al- 
most any trine or sextile he may cast. 
The latter aspects contribute a great deal 
toward making things easy of attainment, 
largely effortless and therefore unappre- 
ciated, while the square builds backbone, 
resistance and character, no matter at what 
cost. But as this opens an extensive field 
for discussion I cannot enter into it here. 
In a political sense, Jupiter’s vibration 
is exerted powerfully indeed. Since it has 
repeatedly been proven that the Nativity 
of a ruler extends a strong effect over the 
fortunes of the country under his dominion, 
therefore should Jupiter be found angular 
in such a Natavity, or even a trifle cadent 
from an Angle, more especially when well 
aspected, one may be certain that in the 
event of war the people governed by that 
ruler will surely emerge victoriously from 
the conflict! All history proves the truth 
of this aphorism, indeed it offers the testi- 
mony of examples too numerous to men- 
tion. It being furthermore understood 
that in this matter of Angles in the Geni- 
ture the Tenth House always and every- 
where exerts the strongest effect, followed 
in order by the First, the Seventh and 
the Fourth. Moreover, politically speaking, 
another observation worth noting is the 
fact that each Jupiter-Saturn conjunction 
most frequently proposes the arising of a 
demagogue of some kind, as, for example, 
Mussolini, the result of. such a conjunc- 
tion in 1921. Again, concerning this his- 
tory is replete with many other instances 
of a like nature all down the ages. 
Jupiter in the Fifth House in a mascu- 
line Sign proposes the birth of a boy first, 
afterwards girls. I have many examples to 
prove this. But when posited in a feminine 
asterism, he foreshadows the birth of a 
daughter first, afterwards that of one or 
more sons. The Moon in good aspect to 
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Jupiter in the Fifth always increases the 
number of offspring. 

Mars opposition Jupiter signifies im- 
providence, over-enthusiasm and, above 
all, self-deception. 

When tenanting Scorpio, Jupiter may 
be extravagantly generous to his particular 
favorites, those who bow to his will. He 
believes in slavery as a social philosophy, 
yet he treats his slaves well, wherefore 
they worship him in return. Gladly would 
they die for him and—frequently they get 
just this opportunity! A typical instance 
illustrating the utter verity of this aphorism 
is currently unrolling before our very eyes 
today in Nazi Germany, in the true Pre- 
natal Figure of whose Fiihkrer Jupiter 
tenants Scorpio in the Tenth, having made 
the trine of Mercury in Cancer in the 
Seventh, the latter planet being the Ruler 
of the Fifth, Sixth, and co-Ruler of the 
Eighth, Houses: a perfect illustration of 
the Hitlerean government’s determination 
to procreate children, no matter how, in 
order to supply itself with unlimited can- 
non fodder through future years! 

Those born with Jupiter dominant and 
powerfully aspected in the Geniture are 
brave and noble in spirit. Furthermore 
they aim at honest and good things. 

Vanity is a product of Mars, the Sun 
and Jupiter or Venus afflicting each other 
in the Birth Scheme. 

Those in whose Nativity Jupiter is ob- 
served conjunct the Moon’s South Node 
will seldom if ever be wealthy. 

When Jupiter and Saturn conspire 
toward the production of any event, there 
is generally a silver lining to that particular 
cloud. 

Those with Venus and Jupiter, especially 
the latter, angular and in good aspect to 
the Lights are very often born of wealthy 
families. 
probable that Jupiter in a Succeedent 
House more especially, denotes this. Jupi- 
ter in the Fifth proposes a wealthy father; 
in the Eighth, the native will receive one 
or more legacies. 

Such as suffer death by judicial decree 
most often have a planet, particularly Jupi- 
ter, in the seventeenth degree of the Com- 
mon Signs. 

In the Tetrabiblos, the divine Ptolemy 


Whereof it may be observed as , 


refers many times to the various influences 
exerted by this hierarch when operating 
now on one level, again on another. 

Upon the physical plane, Jupiter bears 
dominion over the fibrin of the blood and 
its arterial circulation, over the viscera, 
the liver, the stomach, glycogen, the supra- 
renals, the disposition of the fats in the 
body, the hips, thighs, feet, right ear and 
upper forehead. He also has to do with 
molecular nutrition and cell development, 
the building of blood and flesh, the com- 
ing together of parts and the sustaining 
power of the organism of the body. 


Jupiterean Diseases 


Among the diseases peculiar to his ad- 
verse action and reaction upon the physical 
organism are various diseases of the blood 
and liver, some aspects of dental disease, 
pleurisy, fatty degeneration, diabetes, apop- 
lexy, heart trouble and high blood pres- 
sure. When through the Geniture he indi- 
cates a tendency toward physical self- 
indulgence and excesses, he causes the 
appetites to be so strong as frequently to 
undermine the constitution. Such as may 
be denoted as “afflicted Jupitereans”—and 
they are legion in the world—if Jupiter 
tenant Cancer in their Nativity, for a 
surety they will partake of too much food 
and that too'rich in quality and substance. 
Afflicted in Pisces he promotes dropsical 
conditions, and liver complaints often en- 
sue due to such disadvantages as he may 
sustain when tenanting this asterism. How- 
ever, his aptitude in this direction is fairly 
counteracted by his natural buoyancy as 
a planet, his low mean density being only 
about one quarter of that of the Earth, or, 
say, one third greater than the density of 
water. 

Among the physician-astrologers of 
olden time, it was well known that an in- 
creasing Moon in good aspect to the radical 
Jupiter or Venus in the patient’s horoscope 
favored the administration of heart stimu- 
lants whereby the most lasting results were 
obtained. Moreover, in their consideration 
of Decumbiture Figures, any good aspects 
-from the transiting Jupiter or Venus to 
the radical Moon were considered of im- 
mense value to the patient. Furthermore,

The Cycle of Experience 


.. every period of a human being’s per- 
sonal development, one type of activity 
stands out as the most fertile and most 
essential field for his concentration. That 
type of activity, more than any other, is 
then likely to draw the individual’s power 
of attention; and by thus focusing his at- 
tention upon it the individual will gather 
the richest or more basic harvest of ex- 
perience. 

Often it is not at all easy to discover, 
amidst the chaos of everyday occurrences 
and everyday demands upon one’s time or 
energy, what this most fecund field of ac- 
tivity really is. Conflicting interests press 
upon our consciousness. We may be 
swayed violently by social and collective 
tides which are wont to claim our atten- 
tion; even if giving to them this attention 
will bring to us no fruitful results, because 
we are not passing through the kind of 
period of development in which we may 
basically profit—as an individual person- 
ality—from the events forced upon us by 
such tides. Thus there are millions for 
whom the present war means little or 
nothing, just because they are not ready to 
comprehend and deeply, personally to ex- 
perience its world-wide and _ historical 
meaning—even if they live in the midst 
of the destruction. 

But for every one of us there is some- 
thing, some kind of interest, some basic 
life-problem which, should we give it our 
focused attention, will release irito our 
consciousness the seed of meaning and the 
harvest of vital, because personal, growth. 
We have studied in the preceding article 
what we called the four “gates of oppor- 
tunity” which serially present themselves 
to the evolving personality. We saw them 
Tepresented in astrology by the four 
“angles” of the natal chart. We saw these 
gates opening as the progressed Moon 
moved across these angular zones of the

birth-chart in its 27 to 28 year cycle. 
We discussed the meaning of the “frame- 
work of Houses” in which these four 
angles appear as the “cardinal points;” 
which are produced by the two axes of 
horizon and meridian. To the horizon 
axis, separating the visible and objective 
realm of experience from that of invisible 
and subjective factors, we gave the basic 
meaning of consciousness; while we spoke’ 
of the vertical meridian axis as of a sym- 
bol of power in operation—consciousness 
and power being the two great polarities 
of organic living. 

Consciousness and power manifest in a 
number of ways. There is “consciousness 
of self” (the Ascendant) and “conscious- 
ness of other selves” (the Descendant) ; 
there is “power born of inner personal ex- 
perience” (Nadir point) and “power as 
the fruition of social and racial experi- 
ence” (Mid-Heaven, or Zenith point). 
There are still more complex ways of dif- 
ferentiating the basic types of conscious- 
ness and power; and the twelve-fold dif- 
ferentiation of the astrological Houses pro- 
vides us with a wonderful tool for sig- 
nificant analyses of personal growth and 
destiny. : 

As the progressed Moon—and in a sec- 
ondary way, all progressed planets—pass 
through each of these Houses, set by the 
exact time of the infant’s first breath, a 
complex picture is produced which is of 
great psychological significance. That pic- 
ture tells upon what basic fields of activity 
it is particularly important for us to focus 
our attention, 7f we are to extract the rich- 
est harvest from our experience. Each 
House represents a focal field for the in- 
dividual’s attention and _ concentration. 
Progressed planets activate these twelve 
fields when they pass across them. The 
progressed Moon, which alone can cover 
the entire field two, three or more times 
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during a lifetime, is particularly significant 
as an index. In whatever House the pro- 
gressed Moon is placed at any time, that 
House should become the central field for 
personal attention. 

This does not mean that the type of 
activity it represents will command the 
focalized attention of the native. There 
is no “must” attached to the matter. Most 
people indeed do not focus their conscious 
attention anywhere, on any field of activ- 
ity. They exist vaguely and automatic- 
ally in all fields. Their ego, or self, is 
not concentrated. They are not intent 
upon any conscious and individual per- 
formance of actions. They are collective 
entities, bundles of psychological drives 
and desires, nicely or tragically rotating 
around a diffused and dreamy sense of 
selfhood while their physiological-psycho- 
logical and social. energies wane and wax 
under the outer compulsion of events (rep- 
resented by transits) to which they can 
give no individual significance because 
they do not react to them as “organic per- 
sonalities,” centered and creative—and in 
that sense, free. 

Thus, if the progressed Moon moves into 
the 9th house, the native need not travel 
far, or study law, or experience self-expan- 
sion. Opportunities to concentrate upon 
such things will come to him, at one level 
of activity or another, physically or psy- 
chologically, personally or socially. But 
no one but himself may ever know—and 
he himself often fails to notice—how he 
has missed such opportunities and .. . 
“nothing happened!” Nothing need happen 
unless we give our focalized attention to 
the opportunity or potentiality which pre- 
sents itself as a virgin source of experi- 
ence whence we may derive one kind or 
another of consciousness, or of power. 


Keywords for the 12 Houses 


In my book, New Mansions for New 
Men, the meaning of the twelve houses 
is discussed in terms, not of the superficial- 
ities of routine happenings, but of the 
depth of cyclic human growth. In this 
cycle of growth which is, first and last, 
the “cycle of experience,” each mansion, 
or house, represents a field of activity and 
thus of experience. Activity comes first; 


then experience; lastly the assimilation of 
experience, whence more consciousness or 
more power. The keynote of the entire 
cycle of houses is thus properly repre- 
sented, not by a noun, but by a verb. We 
are dealing with serial activities which are 
the basis for experience. 

The first group of experiences are de- 
rived from the simplest types of activity 
which deal with our own organism. There 
cannot be any self-consciousness without 
an “organism” to support it. This “or- 
ganism” is first of all physical; but in 
man the physical almost at once becomes 
transfigured into the psychological and the 
mental. Later on, a still more encompass- 
ing and extensive level is reached which 
we may call the spiritual. The spiritual 
level for man today ‘is the level at which 
is accomplished, the integration and ful- 
fillment of his Personality in relation to 
the greater organism, Humanity, within 
which Personality must find its functional 
place and destiny if it is to reach a truly 
spiritual fulfillment. By “spiritual” ful- 
fillment, I mean the type of achievement 
and completion which is not an end in it- 
self, but which, instead, like a fertile seed, 
contains in potentiality a new cycle of 
growth, 

FIRST HOUSE—The Keynote is: to 
breathe. The term “breath” is used in 
its most general and universal sense, as in 
ancient cosmologies, to designate the first 
activity of an independent (or relatively 
independent) organism. The breath is the 
most basic symbol of individualized being. 
To breathe is to proclaim: “I am.” Thus 
astrology fittingly bases a man’s birth- 
chart on the “first breath,” which is a 
cry. The very word “cry” can be traced 
to the Sanskrit root “kri,” which is found 
in the name Krishna, as well as in Christ; 
also in. the Javanese term &ris, meaning 
“dagger” or “sword.” 

The sword, of course, symbolizes the 
descent of the individualized power 
through man’s spine, or the cerebro-spinal 
system in which operates the “ego,” the 
will or “I-am-ness.” It is the “Flaming 
Sword” of the Archangel who stood at the 
gates of the Garden of Eden (the Age of 
Innocence and Unconsciousness) after 
Adam and Eve had tasted of the “Fruit” 
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of Good and Evil which is the very sub- 
stance of self-consciousness, Man cannot 
return to the “Garden” once he has become 
an “I am.” Even the symbolism of Eve 
having been made out of Adam’s rib re- 
fers to the significance of the breath and 
its identification with the sense of “I am.” 
Eve (the essential Woman) is the ““Tempt- 
ress” and she who leads the unconscious 
man to realize his positive identity as a 
self. 

When the progressed Moon passes 
through the Ist house one may expect 
a new chance to take, as a conscious indi- 
vidual, a “first breath;” to realize oneself 
consciously in a new way, whether it be 
in a new environment or as a result of 
having tapped new depths of the Uncon- 
scious and a new well-spring of life. 

SECOND HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
own. For an “I” to experience'the realiza- 
tion “I am,” a substantial foundation is 
always necessary. There can be no com- 
pletely unembodied “I;” thus the the- 
osophist believes in the possibility of the 
“T” operating at various levels in “bodies” 
made up of various kinds of substance: 
physical, astral, mental, etc. There is prob- 
ably much confusion in the manner in 
which that belief is usually stated, but 
thé fact remains that without “owning” 
some “means of operation,” no conscious- 
hess can operate. In the 2nd house, we 
see therefore symbolized everything which 
the self “owns” or through which it func- 
tions: at first, the body-substance and all 
hereditary tendencies, innate gifts, etc.— 
then social-financial possessions of all 


-kinds—lastly, spiritual possessions. 


When the progressed Moon passes 
through the 2nd house the new departure 
can become substantiated, i. e., made con- 
crete and real in practical everyday ex- 
perience. Money and finances may be in- 
volved, but not at all necessarily, What 
is important is that the person should 
focus his attention upon making concrete 
and tangible the new vision he should have 
seen. This means also a“process of puri- 
fication, a cleansing of the racial nature, 
a “redemption” from inertia and past crys- 
tallizations. 

THIRD HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
know. Knowledge results from an at- 









tempt to organize the newly acquired mate- 
rial so that it may become an adequate 
“vehicle,” or instrumentality, for the in- 
tegral expression of thé new sense of self, 
the new world-outlook or any new depart- 
ure. Knowledge is not mere awareness. 
It means an integration of knower and 
known, and the building of specialized in- 
strumentalities through which the con- 
sciousness of the ego becomes quasi-auto- 
matic and the information it receives be- 
comes reliable and obtainable at will. 

When the progressed Moon enters a 
man’s 3rd house, he should therefore con- 
centrate his attention upon his mental 
functions, his ability to organize what he 
owns into useful and efficient instrumental- 
itiés through which he may extend and 
make more dependable his ego conscious- 
ness. It is no longer a matter of sub- 
stantiating (2nd house) his new intuition 
(1st house), but of backing it up by de- 
tailed information, relating it to the cul- 
ture of his environment and making it 
available for use on short notice. 

FOURTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
establish. With this house, we come to a 
new type of opportunities from which a 
man can draw power, rather than con- 
sciousness. The 4th house begins at the 
Nadir point and symbolizes not only the 
home, the land and all things related to 
the soil, but also all kinds of organic in- 
tegration, whether it be of body or soul. 
It is the realm of self-establishment in a 
closed structure of being, which endures 
and from which personal power can be 
generated. At the limit it represents what- 
ever personal immortality a man can at- 
tain; and thus—and in that sense only— 
the “end of life.’ Likewise in the old 
Hindu system of re-incarnation, mueh ma- 
terialized by modern “occultists,” it was 
understood that the “last thought held in 
death” was the foundation (4th house) 
upon which the subsequent incarnation 
was to be builf. 

When the progressed Moon is in the 
4th house, one should focus one’s atten- 
tion upon all the potential sources of per- 
sonal power; upon that with which one 


‘can identify oneself and from which a 


fruition can be expected. Real estate is 
one of those things, because the land is the 
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basic source of value and of fruition for 
man. Personality is its equivalent at a 
higher level, because all positive spiritual 
results are born out of the matrix of an 
individual and integral Personality. 

FIFTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
release. This is the field of all creative 
and procreative activities. Power, built 
in the 4th house, is released as progeny— 
whether it be physical, cultural or spiritual. 
Here Personality becomes the “genius” of 
the creative man who is free in proportion 
as he has built for himself a “generator” 
from which he can draw power without 
depending upon external sources of one 
kind or another. 

In the cycle of the progressed Moon, 
this house represents a period during which 
man may center his attention upon the 
quality, the purity and spontaneity, the 
intensity and penetrating power of his re- 
leases of power—whatever be the field in 
which these releases occur. This is then no 


time to hold off. Whether one be an ar- 
tist in the rapture of creation, or a sick 
man using his total, organic will-power to 


regain health, or a mother “great with 
child,” the task is to give of oneself un- 
stintingly and with enthusiasm. 

SIXTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
improve. No release of power is perfectly 
free and spontaneous, adequate and final. 
There is always the possibility of improv- 
ing one’s performance; because that per- 
formance has been conditioned by the 
tools one’ has (2nd house) and by one’s 
knowledge of their use (3rd house) for the 
purpose (4th house) back of the creative 
act. The 6th house is therefore that of 
self-improvement through study, work, ac- 
quisition of technique, discipleship—and 
in some cases through the sacrifice of small 
comforts and narrow viewpoints to a 
greater goal and a greater collective need. 
Thus it is traditionally the house of the 
Army; for by serving his country a man 
transfers his allegiance from a narrower 
to a greater sphere, while learning the les- 
son of self-discipline and_ self-sacrifice. 
Such lessons present themselves easily 
while the progressed Moon passes through 
the 6th house, and they often include— 
marriage; for, in many instances, marriage 
is a training in self-sacrifice and leads to 


identification with a vaster purpose. Such 
marriages, however, do not usually bring 
the kind of normal and natural happiness 
which could be expected when performed 
while the progressed Moon is in the 7th 
or in some other houses. 

SEVENTH HOUSE—The keynote is: 
to relate. Here a new kind of conscious- 
ness may unfold, as the individual ego 
learns to associate with others on a more 
or less permanent and intimate basis. Con- 
sciousness through communication, inter- 
change, partnership, blending of character- 
istics may develop in the man _ whose 
horizon has been expanded by love or by 
the need to participate in collective enter- 
prises and in communal living. The pro- 
gressed Moon in the 7th house urges one 
to cooperate, to let go of self, of prejudices 
and complexes. But the opportunity can 
be missed: easily indeed. Then for a long 
14-years the results of this failure have 
to be met by the struggling individual, 
until the next lunar ‘cycle opens once 
more in the individual destiny. 

EIGHTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
renew. The consciousness of true rela- 
tionship here struggles to transform and 
regenerate the ego clinging to the con- 
sciousness of self. The passage of the 
progressed Moon through this house usu- 
ally brings a great many psychological 
difficulties—unless the man remained crys- 
tallized in his own ego-consciousness be- 
yond the possibility of further growth. 
Here, life tries to break all shells, to open 
the lesser to the breadth of the greater. 
Sex is often the hammerer; not sex for 
the sake of procreating children, but for 
the sake of blending selves into a vaster 
harmony, which the entire experience of 
the human race with self-transforming pas- 
sion undertones. 

NINTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
understand. Concrete knowledge is gained 
in the 3rd house on the basis of the ego’s 
struggle with the materials he owns and 
must use. Understanding, based on the 
experience of the human race and of its 
leaders, can be gained at no better time 
than when the progressed Moon crosses 
the 9th house. Understanding is the in- 
corporation of basic and universal experi-

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Horoscope of Jewels

= ancient world belief in the magic 
of gems and metals was because of their 
substance, and later because of the engrav- 
ing or inscriptions upon them. Design 
and inscription depended more on religion 
and superstition than upon science and as- 
trology, and the prophylactic character of 
the engraving was emphasized. Many of 
the figure designs on Babylonian engraved 
cylinders may be primarily talismans, and 
only secondarily seals; still more definite 
evidence is afforded 
by a series of seals 
of the Cassite period 
(16th to 14th cen- 
turies B. C.) en- 
graved with prayers 
and adjurations to 
bring good fortune. 
Early classical Greek 
jewelry was engraved 
with an eye to avert 
the “Evil Eye;” 
many early Roman 
camei were carved 
with the prophylactic 
head of Medusa; and, 
according to Macro- 
bius, the Roman button brooch (bulla) 
was the ornament of the victorious gen- 
eral at his triumph, “having within it 
such remedies as they esteemed the most 
efficacious against a stroke of envy.” Many 
Christian medallion pendants were prophy- 
lactic in intention a$ is indicated by such 
inscriptions as, “Lord,.succour the wear- 
er”; “To keep thee in all thy ways.” 

The attribution of mystical force to 
words and letters by the Gnostics led nat- 
urally to the development of magical in-

scriptions. The number of the days of the 
year was embodied by Basilides in the sec- 
ond century B. C. in the formula ABRAX- 
AS (this has been explained as a repre- 
sentation of the Supreme Being, with the 
Logos, Phronesis, Sophia and Dynamis), 
symbols of the five emanations — Nous, 
which has given its name to a whole class 
of engraved gems. The preparation of 
such Gnostic amulets is described in a 
Greek magical papyrus of the fourth or 
fifth century in the 
British Museum. 
Many of the stones 
used by the engrav- 
ers are recorded as 
having magical prop- 
erties, and there is no 
doubt of such virtues 
being attributed to 
the gems on which 
Gnostic inscriptions 
appear. Gnosticism 
had encompassed the 
known world, and 
from its center at 
Alexandria had ex- 
tended even to Brit- 
ish soil as evidenced by a Gnostic talis- 
man found in 1827 near the Roman fort 
of Segontium near Carnarvon. 

The Christian Church, opposed to magic 
in all its forms, condemned the engraved 
talisman, but carried on the tradition of 
the amulet worn for medicinal benefits. 
Classical science had attributed medicinal 
virtues to many gems, therefore the tradi- 
tions of the scientific jewel experts were 
carried on, though the cycle of astrological 
lapidaries only continued in the East. All 
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of the beliefs and deductions, however, 
when analyzed, would indicate that for 
those born in Sagittarius, the following 
jewels, inscribed or otherwise, should be 
of the greatest benefit. 


Topaz 


Topaz takes its name from the word 
meaning “to seek.” The earliest known 
locality from which these jewels came was 
an island in the Red Sea that was so con- 
stantly surrounded by fog that it was 
difficult for the sailors to find. When they 
were able to-penetrate the fog and land on 
the island the gems were found along the 
beach. If the sailors failed to gather them 
at once they had great difficulty in locating 
them again as there were only certain 
times when the light reflected on the jew- 
els so that they were easily discernible. At 
other times the briny spray of the sea 
coated and dulled the gems so that they 
were invisible. 

The first recorded topaz brought from 
this island was given to the mother of 
Ptolemy II. He later had a statue of his 
wife, Arsinor, carved from a single topaz, 
also from this island, which stood four 
cubits high (about 6 feet). It is also re- 
corded that a large topaz was set in the 
crown of the Queen of Thebes demonstrat- 
ing the reverence in which the early peo- 
ple held this jewel. 

People born in Sagittarius dislike the 
complexities of trading in business and are 
much better fitted for professional life. For 
those, however, who find it necessary to 
engage in the business the wearing of a 
topaz, which renders the wearers compla- 
cent, may save unnecessary anguish. , 

These people lean over backward to be 
fair and worry continuously over imaginary 
injustices. In order to dispell fancied 
wrongs the Magi advised the carrying in 
(or on) the left hand a topaz bound round 
by gold. . 


Emerald 


Emerald is a valuable gem for the peo- 
ple of this month to possess because they © 
are inveterate readers and tireless students, 
and to gaze upon an emerald from time to 
time relaxes and rests the eyes. 

The Roman Emperor Nero is known to 


have used a lens-like emerald in a frame 
of .gold as an eyeglass through which to 
watch the gladiatorial games in the Col- 
liseum. Nero did not carry this emerald 
eyeglass as a display of wealth or foppish- 
ness, but for the simple reason that his 
eyesight was very poor and the emerald 
helped him to see more clearly.’ Nero’s 
eyeglass established the style for the 
monocle and lorgnette. 

The emerald .was believed to be an 
enemy of tricksters, as early magicians 
claimed they could not weave spells if any 
one were present who wore this jewel. 
Sagittarius people abhor charlatanry and 
deceit in any form, so the wearing of an 
emerald should reveal fraud in advance for 
them. . 

Many emeralds found their way to the 
treasury of Spain, but some were retained 
by the venturesome conquerors who in- 
vaded Mexico and Peru and brought these 
jewels to Europe. Five magnificent emer- 
alds, beautifully carved marvels of lapi- 
daries’ skill, were given by Cortez to his 
bride. These jewels were the cause of his 
loss of royal favor when. he refused to sell 
them to Charles V who wanted them for 
the Empress. These coveted jewels were 
subsequently lost at sea during the ship- 
wreck of Cortez on the Barbary Coast. 

This incident gave rise to the belief in 
the 16th century that emeralds signified 
disaster if the owner were of an avaricious 
disposition. The people of Sagittarius, 
however, can wear an emerald safely at 
any time for they have not a selfish bone 
in their bodies. 


Jacinth 


Jacinth should be set in gold, as it is 
then believed to exert a restraining influ- 
ence on its wearers. People born under 
the influence of Jupiter in the sign of Sagit- 
tarius are remarkably energetic. They have 
a tendency to spoil their own chances of 
happiness and success through being over- 
zealous, and overcritical of the faults of 
others who are not fortunate enough to be 
so energetic. Jacinth should be kept close 
to these people for its alleged quality of 
restraint, but should never be worn on 
warm, damp flesh. 
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The women of this month are extremely 
romantic and idealistic, and should wear 
jacinth, which has long been the symbol 
of women’s love burning like earth’s inter- 
nal fires. 


Turquoise 


Turquoise especially recommends ftself 
for use by equestrians born in this month, 
for from time immemorial this gem has 
been believed to protect both horses and 
their masters when in the field. Sagittar- 
jians love the outdoors and are excellent 
horsemen. 

The loss of a turquoise has always been 
a disastrous occasion portending illness 
and disability. Once a reigning Pharaoh 
was being rowed on a lake near the palace 
by twenty beautiful maidens. While row- 
ing, the most beautiful of them all dropped 
a turquoise ornament from her hair into 
the water, causing her great distress. See- 
ing the maiden’s unhappiness, the court 
magician who was with the Pharaoh on the 
boat ride, recited a charm of great power 
so that the jewel rose up through the 
water and could be picked off the waves 
and restored to the maiden’s hair. With 
the restoration of her jewel, the maid was 
once again happy and cheerful. 

In Tibet, the most highly prized gem is 
the turquoise, which is used as decoration 
on many religious objects. The Tibetan 
priests wear strings of turquoise beads and 
use them as money with which to purchase 
food and shelter when traveling. They 
have the additional advantage of being 
protected through the possession of tur- 
quoise against bandits and ill health. 

People born under the influence of-Jupi- 
ter in this sign are extensive travelers and 
seldom die in the same locality in which 
they were born. Therefore the possession 
of turquoise should be most valuable to 
them, as it gives protection both in health 
and purse while traveling. 


Amethyst . 


Amethyst was the ninth stone in the 
breast plate of the High Priest Aaron of 
Israel. It was engraved with the name of 
the tribe of Dan signifying “judgment,” 
hence the amethyst is of especial impor- 


tance to the men and women born in this 
period who are frequently associated with 
the legal profession. 

Sagittarius people are not particularly 
susceptible to contagion but at times every- 
one is exposed to contagious diseases. It 
is well for these people to wear this jewel, 
which wards off contagion and is assigned 
to Jupiter under whose planetary. influence 
they are born. From the ring of Edward 
the Confessor came the huge and glorious- 
ly purple amethyst mounted in the crown 
of England which, tradition says, saves 
the king from contagious diseases, 


Diamond 


“The Evil Eye shall have no power to harm 

Him that shall wear the diamond as a 
charm; 

No monarch shall attempt to thwart his 
will, 

And e’en the gods his wishes shall 
fuifill.”’—Orphie poem. 

; People born in this period are frank 

and outspoken, and sometimes hurt others 

unnecessarily due to their impulsive truth 

telling. The diamond promotes discretion 

in its wearers and should have the effect 

of tempering the quality of their blunt- 

ness. 

The diamond develops pride and self 
sufficiency in its wearers, and for these 
people who rely on appreciation and grati- 
tude—which should not be expected—this 
jewel will overcome much bitter feeling. 

Diamonds given in faith inspire faith 


- and, as the jovial people of Sagittarius are 


often misunderstood in their platonic re- 
lations, the exchange of-this jewel with one 
of the opposite sex insures marital hap- 
piness. 


Chalcedony 


Chalcedony is thought to preserve its 
wearers from sinister events and to over- 
come all contention. As Sagittarius people 
often attain great success in public life, 
it is well‘for them to wear chalcedony. 

Chalcedony is believed to bring its 
wearers the respect and consideration of 
their friends. In 1652 Nicols wrote, “Chal- 
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cedony procureth victory to him that is the 
possessor of it and carrieth it about him.” 

If Sagittarius people marry without due 
consideration, they are liable to withdraw 
into themselves and be extremely unhappy. 
If they wear chalcedony, which preserves 
one against sadness and increases polite- 
ness, their conjugal relations will be calm 
and pleasant. 


Sapphire 


Sapphire, ordinarily a lovely blue, is be- 
lieved to turn to a grayish hue if the 
wearer is unfaithful to the giver. Sagit- 
tarius women who do not take themselves 
or their virtues too seriously should enjoy 
wearing this jewel so long as they really 
love the giver. 

Legend has it that a venomous spider 
cannot live if exposed to the constant sight 
of a sapphire, but a harmless spider can 
live indefinitely énclosed in a crystal jar 
with a sapphire. This legend established 
the belief that a perjurer retreats from 
the presence of one wearing a sapphire, but 
that one who speaks the truth delights to 
be near such a person and enjoys the 
beauty of this jewel. Sagittarius people 
are very honest themselves and despise 
dishonesty in others, so the wearing of a 
sapphire may save them many a heartache. 


Sardius 


Sardius was associated from earliest tra- 
dition with the virtue of healing wounds 
inflicted by iron. Sagittarians who have 
great mechanical ability and work around 
metals and machinery, might find the vir- 
tues of sardius useful to them, 

The early disciples of Hippocrates be- 
lieved that sardius had great healing pow- 
ers and invariably wore a ring of this gem 
on the fourth finger (called “medicus’) 
with which they stirred potions “because 
no venom could stick upon the very out- 
most part of it, but it will offend a man 
and communicate itself to the heart.” As 
many Sagittarius people enter the profes- 
sions, it might be well for the nurses and 
the doctors in this sign to follow the ex- 
ample of these pioneers in their profession 
and wear sardius. 


Opal 


Opal is the most individual of gems, no 
two ever being found alike, and is a most 
appropriate jewel for people born in this 
sign who are unusually varied in their 
natures. | 

The inventive people born under Jupiter 
should emulate Sir Isaac Newton, who 
wore an opal, and while admiring its 
beauties was stimulated to initiate inves- 
tigations which led to brilliant and useful 
scientific discoveries. 

The most famous opal in history was 
that owned by the Roman senator Nonius. 
Its size was that of a hazel nut, and its 
beauty and perfection were such that it 
was considered a marvel even by the aris- 
tocrats of Rome, who knew and appre- 
ciated magnificent jewels. 

Mark Anthony, remembering the sacri- 
fice of the matchless pearls of Cleopatra 
and still inflamed by her beauty, claimed 
the opal from Nonius to send as a gift to 
the siren Queen of Egypt. When Nonius 
refused to part with his peerless treasure 
(valued then at the equivalent of $100,- 
000.00), he was banished from Rome. The 
only valuable he took with him into exile 
was the opal, which he believed would 
restore his lost fortune and position, for 
this gem was believed to signify hope and 
to make its possessor beloved of God and 
man. 

People born in Sagittarius under the 
influence of the planet Jupiter have ex- 
tremely versatile, active minds; are truth- 

- ful to a fault, impatient of their less gifted 
associates, overzealous in their desire to 
accomplish, and indifferent to worldly pos- 
sessions. They like to travel, and are much 
better fitted for professional than for busi- 
ness lives, 

For these jovial people to get the most 
out of life, it is recommended that they 
give careful consideration to the wearing 
of jewels best fitted to their needs:

LIBRA

“Whatever controversies and variety of opinion there are about the nature of virtue, all mean by it 
some kind of beauty or excellency. Beauty does not consist in discord, but in 
consent and agreement.” —Jonathan Edwards. 


® .. even Jonathan Edwards was a 
controversialist. The philosophy of Libra 
is, indeed, one of harmony and of beauty, 
but it is also the philosophy of conflict, 
out of which the essence of beauty is 
created. Consequently it is a fact worthy 
of note that Libra has produced as many 
warriors as it has artists, as many attor- 
neys as philosophers. Of warriors there 
is an impressive list and even the intel- 
lectuals seem at some time in their lives 
to have been soldiers or otherwise involved 
in controversial or conflicting conditions 
existing in the public life of their country. 
Fundamentally, however, these people are 
lovers of peace. Venus is their ruler, and 
if they fight it is because the seventh sign 
of the zodiac represents the struggle to 
arrive at a state of harmony and truth by 
balancing opposites. They are contenders 
on behalf of justice. 


Libran Warriors 


But Libra is a Cardinal Air sign. The 
warriors are usually leaders and achieve 
their ends not. by means of force, but 
through a high type of mental prowess. 
Venus gives them a sense of timing and 
tactical and manoeuvering ability, which 
are Venus-air talents (constant shifting to 
opposite positions). The well-developed 
of this sign have excellent judgment, with 
supreme confidence in it. 

It is not surprising, then, that the great- 
est naval commander of all time, Lord 
Nelson, should have been bern with the Sun 
in this sign. Nelson was remarkable not 
only for his ability to win decisive vic- 
tories but also because in order to achieve 
those victories he was notably disobedient. 
With amazing independence of judgment 


and an uncanny realization of the ineffec- 
tiveness of traditional methods in particu- 
lar instances, he defied authority and won 
the battle. Always ready to face the grav- 
est danger, he made use of superior force 
only to “upset the balance” and swing the 
advantages to his side. As in the case of 
Nietzsche, he instinctively. held that 
struggle was necessary in order that the 
fittest should survive. 

The fighting-men of this sign are pic- 
turesque characters, easily made heroes 
of by the public. There is Robert Clive, 
who brought India into the British Empire 
and whom Pitt called a “heaven-born 
general.” Clive was noted for his sound 
judgment, which made him not only a 
great military commander but an adminis- 
trator of exceptional ability. Clive’s career 
was one of ceaseless conflict, either with 
Authority, which, like Clive, he was apt 
to defy, or because his Libra destiny led 
him into quarrels, both as mediator and 
participant. Even after his successes he 
was attacked by Parliament, and was 
acquitted after an inquest. Law-courts 
figure prominently in the memoirs of Libra 
individuals. It was unfortunate that in 
the later years of his life Clive’s excellent 
judgment was undermined by his addic- 
tion to opium. The high morale of Libra 
is dependent on its mental equipment, 
which, once slightly impaired, starts them 
on the road to degenéracy. Their “will” 
is an intellectual will, not instinctive. The 
life of another opium-addict, Samuel 
Taylor Coleridge, is an interesting study 
in this connection. 

Also prominent in the history of India 
is the British general Sir Colin Campbell, 
who is best remembered for his heroic 
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march to the relief of Lucknow, fighting. 


every inch of the way. Like Clive his 
abilities as an administrator were outstand- 
ing and helped in the peaceful settlement 
of Indian affairs after the great Mutiny. 
He served also in the Crimean and Pen- 
insular Wars and led his armies in the 
famous battles of Alma and Balaclava. 
More famous still in the History of 
India was the Mogul Emperor, Akbar the 
Great, who, while best remembered as a 
statesman, commanded his own armies 
and by his military prowess conquered the 
larger part of India. Remarkable for his 
reckless courage and fighting endurance, 
generous alike to both enemies and 
friends, he became, in his administration 
of the Mogul Empire, almost a symbol of 
justice. Typical of Libra, also, and like- 
wise of majer importance in India’s his- 
tory is Mahatma Gandhi, who after pre- 
paring for a legal career, started the move- 
ment called, appropriately enough, “non- 
cooperation,” and afterwards came con- 
stantly into conflict with the law. In this 
same class belongs Paul Kruger, a Libran 
who performed similar services for South 
Africa, beirg oppositionist by nature and 
therefore anti-British, habitually involved 
in quarrels until the day of his death. 
Other Librans famous in military an- 
nals are Sir Ralph Abercrombie, who was 
victorious in the famous Battle of Abukir 
Bay, in which he met his-:death; Viscount 
Beresford, commander of the British- 
Portuguese Auxiliary Army in the Penin- 
sular War; Wallenstein, famous general of 
the “Thirty Years” War and statesman 
during that period. Wallenstein’s career 
ended with the accusation of treason and 
his murder was called, ironically enough, 
an “act of justice.” Wallenstein’s career 
is a long record of unscrupulous ambition, 
but he is also to be given credit for those 
fine Libra virtues of justice and tolerance 
toward those who differed. with him. in 
religious or philosophical controversy. 
Two great generals of the World War, 
splendid men destined by circumstance to 
oppose each other, were Libra—Hinden- 
burg and Foch. Admiral Bayly and Ad- 
miral Gambier belong also to this sign, 
and the Austrian, Dolfuss, had a military 
career before becoming an administrator. 


His entire life seemed to symbolize the 
state of conflict which existed in Austria 
for decades. In the United States, three 
Libra presidents were also noted for their 
military prowess, Chester K. Arthur, Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes and Zachary Taylor, 
the latter being a better general than, 
statesman. It always seems a little tragic 
that Libra, dominated though it is by 
ideals of peace, is also the House of War, 
and there is dramatic irony in the fact 
that Nobel, simultaneously inventor of 
dynamite and founder of the Nobel Peace 
Prizes, was of this sign. Oddly enough, 
Nobel believed that by increasing the 
horrors of war, the goal of peace was more 
easily attainable. “My factories may end 
war sooner than your peace conferences,” 
he proclaimed. Recent events in the His- 
tory of the World would almost prove him 
right. 

Included in the group of “army-men,” 
but standing out more as Victim of Injus- 
tice, is Alfred Dreyfus, whose imprison- 
ment_on Devil’s Island for a crime he had 
not committed created such a crisis in 
Europe during the late nineteenth century. 
This event seems to have signified a special 
type of Libra destiny, an individual victim 
serving an abstract purpose in causing the 
arousal of the French nation to a protest 
that was to purge the French system and 
establish a larger measure of’ justice in 
France. Active in the defense of Dreyfus 
was another Libran, later to achieve a repu- 
tation as a statesman but at that time 
editor of the paper that was used by Emil 
Zola for his historic “J’Accuse!” 
Clemenceau, who was so zealous a pro- 
tagonist that he earned the name of 
“tiger.” This intellectual type of fighting, 
so often expressed through the medium of 
the newspaper or in other literary ways is 
typical of Libra when its seventh-sign airy 
qualities are combined with its function as 
third house of the Sun. Clemenceau was 
notably successful in attack on policy. He 
frequently shifted his position, as when he 
first supported Boulanger and later vio- 
lently opposed him. His first newspaper 
was called, appropriately, “La Justice,” 
and another Libran achievement was his es- 
tablishment of the Franco-British Entente. 
It was his destiny, likewise, to preside at 
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the Peace Conferences of Versailles, but 
his fine judgment became distorted through 
his intense hatred of Germany and his 
harsh demands were not typical of the 
magnanimity usually displayed by the best 
Librans toward the vanquished. As a re- 
sult, the “injustice of Versailles” has been 
one of the slogans by which a tyrant 
achieved control of Germany. Had 
Clemenceau suppressed his emotionalism 
and exercised the cool, détached, intellec- 
tual judgment and vision of which his sign 
is capable, a different story might have 
been told. As a lover of France, Clemen- 
ceau made the issue a personal one and it 
is often sadly true that Libra is a better 
judge or mediator in issues that do not 
affect him personally, for justice demands 
impartiality. 


Don Quixote 


There is a fictitious character, the hero 
of a world classic, who illustrates the 
Libran tendency toe opposition. Don 


Quixote, the Spanish knight, was always 
fighting for a cause. His creator, Cer- 


vantes, was Libran. His fate was to be 
that of Dreyfus, for he was imprisoned for 
being involved in*the death of Gaspar 
Ezpeleta, though able to prove his in- 
nocence. It was while in prison that he 
wrote most of Don Quixote, who is the 
embodiment of that aspect of Spanish 
character which causes Spaniards to be 
constantly at -war with themselves—the 
State of inner conflict that reveals itself 
as a struggle between tolerance and en- 
mity, idealism and realism, for dominance 
or amalgamation. Psychological and ner- 
‘vous stress in the Libra personality is the 
direct result of inner conflict, the constant 
weighing of the pros and cons of every 
aspect of life, in the eternal reaching out 
for beauty, harmony and peace. 

Beauty as an abstract idea is a sig- 
nificant phase of the Libra thesis. Libra 
philosophers have achieved much in the 
realm of “aesthetics.” The controversia- 
list, Jonathan Edwards, devoted himself 
to finding a link between the rational uni- 
verse (Libra as an air sign) and the de- 
mand for beauty and happiness. “The 
finite mind can taste the beauty and sweet- 
hess of the divine plan. It has transform- 


ing power that makes the heart glow with 
a joyous understanding of the majesty and 
beauty of God. Those who say ‘yes’ to 
God’s plan have this reward, that the bare 
bones of a rational universe take on a form 
and loveliness not revealed to mere reason. 
A new beauty invests creation and the ugly 
is transformed or lifted to the level of 
intelligible meaning.” To Libra love and 
beauty are synonymous. Everything that 
is good is also full of harmony, proportion, 
grace and refinement. God is the em- 
bodiment of these things; it is the Venus- 
share in the scheme of life. Edwards says: 
“Men will love God because God is beau- 
tiful.’ This is the very essence of his 
aesthetic and moral philosophy. Moral 
judgment to Edwards represents the ability 
to choose between what is beautiful in 
human behaviour and what is ugly. Yet 
he found the universe pre-eminently lovely, 
as did Nietzsche. Townsend says of him: 
“The number of times the word ‘beauty’ 
or its synonym appears in his works is 
impressive. It appears more naturally at 
the end of an argument than at the be- 
ginning. We find it at the end of nearly 
every sustained flight in his thought. This 
suggests that he found the resolution of 
his doubts in the hypothesis that the world 
is beautiful. In the secret places of his 
experience aesthetic resolutions offered 
peculiar satisfaction,” the faculty which 
enabled man to appreciate the beauty of 
life Edwards called the “divine light,” 
which represented to him the “intellectual 
love of God.” This is an apt description 
of the Venus control over an air sign— 
love and beauty harmonizing with reason 
in order to achieve the unity of the Sun. 

In Edwards’ literary style.one finds the 
grace and rhythm of expression which are 
features of all Libra writers. Refined ele- 
gance, airy freedom that wafts mysterious 
beauty about the reader, combined with 
balanced logic—all these are typical of the 
Venus rulership of an air sign that repre- 
sents the third house of the Sun. Ethereal 
happiness, love that is delicate yet full of 
the passion of giving of itself to others, all 
the artistry that man has acquired in his 
development as a social being—these find 
memorable epithets in the works of Libra 
philosophers, poets and letter-writers. In 
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the ‘realm of music, painting and sculpture 
one finds this same almost fragile loveli- 
ness. 

It seems a fact of dramatic importance 
that four of the world’s most beautiful, 
most talented and beloved of women 
should be of this sign: Jennie Lind, the 
“Swedish Nightingale;” Lily Langtry, 
loveliest woman of her time; Sarah Bern- 
hardt, the “divine Sarah,” whom one critic 
describes as “a living harmony, a lyric in 
flesh and blood” . . . “Her voice is lan- 
guishing and tender, her delivery so true 
.in rhythm and so clear in utterance that 
never a syllable is lost, even when her 
words float from her lips like a caress;” 
and, perhaps, greatest. of them all, Elea- 
nora Duse, whom her friend, the poet 
d’Annunzio, describes as being “always 
different, like a cloud that from second to 
second seems to change before your very 
eyes without your seeing the change. 
Every movement of her body destroys ‘a 
harmony and creates one more beautiful.” 
This is, indeed, the heritage of Venus, 
free to manifest herself in a thousand dif- 
ferent ways in her dominance over an 
air sign. 

One cannot think of beauty without re- 
calling also the Roman master of poetic 
style, Virgil, whose exquisite culture and 
perfect artistry have earned the worship 
of poets for centuries. Virgil, in all his 
creative expression, was beauty in the ab- 
stract, and even his personality had the 
charming elegance and sweetness that one 
associates with the Venus temperament. 
George Moore says of him, “Beauty was 
Virgil’s theme always, and he taught us 
by drawing out our attention to what is 
beautiful. His art was to make things, 
beautiful in themselves, more beautiful by 
selection and exquisite refinement of lan- 
guage.” 

Though never a soldier himself, Virgil 
suffered from the results of wars that came 
too close to his doorstep, and all those 
who recall the “Aeneid” from the painful 
translations of High School days, will 
mark with what comprehensive mastery of 
imagery he describes war, as he relates 
the adventures of Aeneas after his flight 
from the Trojan Wars. It is interesting 
to note that his famous hero is a son of

Venus, who, herself, plays-an important 
role in the drama. And when, watchful 
over her son’s we?fare, she cries, 


“O Muse! the causes and the crimes relate; 

What goddess was provoked. and whence 
her hate: 

For what offence the Queen of Heav’n 
began 

To persecute so brave, so just a man: 

Involved his anxious life in endless cares, 

Exposed to wants and hurried into wars.” 


one catches a glimpse of the Libra destiny 
of Aenas, designed that he might develop 
strength of judgment in the midst of strife, 

Beauty also belongs to Coleridge, myste- 
rious, unearthly, vaporous beauty that 
makes his verses forever haunting. Read- 
ing his narrative poems, one loses contact 
with earth; the air becomes magically 
alive, even when it is still; there is a 
mystic eloquence in its stillness, poign- 
antly impressive in “The Ancient Mar- 
iner.’ He sees every minute particle of 
life expressing beauty and _ happiness: 
“Earth with her thousand voices praises 
God.” Everywhere we encounter such ex- 
pressions as “gladsome voices,” “voice of 
sweet song,” “fiercely glad,” ecstacy,” 
“joy,” and they linger in our imagination. 


The Philosopher Nietzsche 


Nietzsche, the German Libra _philoso- 
pher, has been much misinterpreted, par- 
ticularly in Germany itself. It is true that 
he stressed the “strengthening qualities of 
conflict,” which was later’ distorted to 
mean the glorification of war. What 
Nietzsche pleaded for was the free devel- 
opment of the individual through constant 
struggle in the objective world, presuppos- 
ing that the best man always survived he- 
cause he possessed the strongest indi- 
viduality. He believed that the construc- 
tive force in man was an “instinctive and 
joyous creativeness’ (this is the theory 
behind the philosophy of the modern edu- 
cator Hughes Mearns, author of “The 
Creative Adult”—also a Libra). Nietzsche 
did not succeed in harmonizing the con- 
flicting ideas existent in his mind before 
forcing his unripe conclusions. Yet he 
believed that man achieved a state of

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Tide of War Against Hitler—Tremendous Costs Attend Any Nazi Gains—Heavy Military Action for 
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General Indications 


S OME shift in the power politics of the 
world should have taken place under the 
influence of Uranus trine Neptune in the 
sky, perfect on November 5th. December, 
therefore, should mark a périod of adjust- 
ment by various nations to this shift, and 
the commencement of new activities. These

new activities are indicated by Uranus in 
its cycle coming to the square of Neptune 
on December 6th. The last time this 
aspect occurred was on June 12th, and 
within ten days the Nazis had suddenly 
invaded Russia, which is ruled by Uranus. 
It is not unlikely, therefore, that some 
new and sudden move will be made by the 
totalitarian powers before the end of De- 
cember, and that activities ‘in Russia will 
be accelerated. Such a new move is more 
likely to occur around the middle of the 
month when the Sun in its cycle also 
makes an aspect, the inconjunct, to 
Uranus. 

This new move may be considered as 
one of a series of steps leading to still 
another shift in the world power lineup, 
which should occur within a month or so 
of the seventh trine of Uranus to Neptune 
in the sky on April 8, 1942; steps which 
may ‘not lead the United States further 
from war, but each of which may draw it 
into still greater participation in the effort 
to defeat totalitarian aggression. Astro- 
logically, these influences toward all-out 
participation of the U. S. in the war seem 
strongest near the first of next March; and 
to get by the month of March without 
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such participation will require more re- 
straint than has usually been exercised by 
this country. At least it is reasonable to 
expect a crisis in the foreign relations of 
the U. S. at that time. 

Even though it may be some time be- 
fore this is apparent, the tide of the war 
turned against Hitler when he invaded 
Russia last June 22nd. He may make 
temporary gains, but it is indicated he will 
be beset with increasingly great difficulties. 
And the indications are that those diffi- 
culties are not going to grow less in the 
month of December. : 

Saturn rules supplies, and in the New 
Moon chart of November 18th, which gov- 
erns until December 18th, the Sun and 
Moon are in close opposition to Saturn 
and Uranus. As Uranus rules the ninth 
house of the chart as erected at Washing- 
ton, and Saturn and Uranus are. in the 
ninth house both at London and Berlin, 
the battle of the Atlantic may be expected 
to rage with renewed fury. Supplies and 
bases seem to be indicated as the center 
of both diplomatic and naval struggle. 
And as Mars is in the tenth house at 
Washington, indicating our President, it is 
not unlikely our Administration will de- 
mand more aggressive action from the 
7; S. 

After December 18th, and the New 
Moon of that date, new conditions may 
come into being that in some respects are 
not dissimilar to those of late August and 
September following the formulation of the 
Atlantic Charter. As in the New Moon 
chart of August 22nd, Neptune is in the 
tenth at Washington, indicating plans on 
the part of the Administration. Saturn 
and Uranus again are in the sixth house, 
trine Neptune, stimulating production of 
supplies. Mars is again sextile Jupiter in 
the house of other nations, promising 
abundant supplies for those opposing the 
Nazis, and aggressive action against those 
who would hinder their delivery. 

__ Mars rising in the New Moon chart for 
the region of the Near East may well bring 
a new theatre of war there, or the aggres- 
sive development of one already formed 
before December. And as Mars is in the 
first house for Germany and Italy also, 


heavy military action by these countries is 
indicated, with developing chaos within, 
as shown by Neptune iz their seventh, 
square Sun and Mercury in the house of 
government. Sabotage may increase great- 
ly, with rumors of insurrection on the part 
of the inhabitants of the invaded coun- 
tries. In fact, this square of Sun and 
Mercury to Neptune indicates growing 
confusion, growing discontent, and the 
growing importance of air activities, 
throughout much of the world. 


The United States 


In latter November, Jupiter, ruler of 
finances and shipping, in its cycle makes 
the semi-sextile aspect with Uranus, giv- 
ing impetus to the effort to insure that 
the opposers of totalitarianism get delivery 
of the increasing supplies produced within 
the U.S. On the 7th of September, Mars 
in its cycle moved to within 56 minutes of 
the perfect square of the Sun in the house 
of the President (tenth), then turned 
retrograde before completing the aspect. 
A few days later the President announced 
that he had given orders to the American 
Navy to protect all ships in defense seas. 
Mars again turned direct in November and 
this same aspect is completed December 
31st. This indicates new troubles for the 
U. S. with totalitarian powers close to this 
date. 

During the first half of the month, labor 
difficulties are indicated, and an increase 
of efforts at sabotage. An expose of con- 


siderable importance may occur around 


December 2nd. And as Mars is trine 
Pluto in the house of money (second), the 
government may urge even greater ex- 
penditures, and do all in its power to 
hasten and increase defense production. 
Business which is not curtailed by the de- 
fense effort should be prosperous. through- 
out the month. In general, people may 
have more money to spend. The erection 
of many new factories, especially those for 
making airplanes, is shown by Neptune 
well aspected in the fourth house of the 
November New Moon chart. 

After the New Moon of December 18th, 
the picture changes somewhat. Taxes 
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again loom large, as indicated by Pluto in 
the eighth house in opposition to Venus. 
And aviation assumes an even larger im- 
portance in the national eye. But many 
people, as revealed by the New Moon in 
the first house in opposition to Jupiter in 
the house of war (seventh) and square 
Neptune in the house of the Administra- 
tion (tenth), may be greatly disturbed by 
the turn of events abroad and the action 
of the President toward them. Comment 
may be expressed in various quarters rela- 
tive to the tendency of the spread of com- 
munistic doctrines, and controversy may 
arise as to the extent of our participation 
in affairs abroad. F 

The position and aspects of Neptune in 
the tenth, however, indicate that the Presi- 
dent has a quite comprehensive plan, not 
only for the defeat of Hitlerism, but also 
: for securing economic freedom and sdcial 
justice for people throughout the world. 

Although business in general may be ex- 
pected to be good, and production may 
be expected to increase after the middle 
of the month, December is indicated as a 
most unsettled month, marked by contro- 
versy and by the increasing gravity of 
foreign affairs, and by some unexpected 
condition arising near the middle of the 
month, 


Pacific Coast 


: After the New Moon of December 18th, 
In which Pluto is in the house of business 
on the Pacific Coast, restrictions on mate- 
rials for civilian use may hamper business 
in this region. The indications shown by 
Mars in the house of labor (sixth) trine 
the New Moon in the house of "money 
(second), are that there will be work for 


everyone, and that the pay will be good. 
But the New Moon square Neptune re- 
veals business difficulties and restrictions. 
As the movie industry is ruled by Nep- 
tune, it may be in for difficulties and much 
expense. This chart does not indicate the 
following month to be a good time to start , 
new enterprises on the Pacific Coast. The 


unions may dominate the situation and be 
quite arbitrary in their demands. Both 
the unions and the ladies may come in for 
considerable publicity about December 
21st, when the Moon in the New Moon 
cycle makes the opposition of Pluto and 
the conjunction with Venus. 


- Canada 


Enemy action affecting Canada may be 
expected during the early part of the 
month, presumably relative to the ship- 
ment of men and materials across the sea. 
No lessening of the difficulties encoun- 
tered, especially in the transport of air- 
craft to the front, is shown. And quite 
new problems may arise that for a time 
will seem baffling. However, these too 
may be solved. Business in general may 
be expected to be good, and production 
on the increase. Mars in the fifth house 
of the December 18th New Moon indi- 
cates that children may. suffer from both 
accident and epidemic. Those who have 
their care, therefore, should be especially 
watchful during the following month. 
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Both our Canadian friends and the people 
of the U. S. should refrain from becoming 
emotional at the turn of events.” The in- 
fluence of Neptune is strong, and the im- 
portance of events indicated by Neptune 
is usually exaggerated.

Europe — 


Neptune, heaviest affliction.planet of the 
December 18th New Moon chart, falls in 
the house of the enemy (seventh) at Ber- 
lin, indicating vast spread of unrest, dis- 
content and sabotage. And in Hitler’s

chart, progressed Moon is opposition Pluto 
in the house of death (eighth), showing 
that the loss of life to his army and among 
his people, including those high in rank, 
will be enormous and disheartening. But 
Russia, with Saturn and Uranus in the 
house of the people (first) in the New 
Moon chart for Moscow, also may be 
faced with tremendous hardships. 
Whatever Hitler gains during December 
may be at tremendous cost, and he may 
be so slowed down in the move toward 
his major objectives that he will open up 
some new campaign.* The indications are 
strong for some change of policy, or new 
action, just before the December New 
Moon. As at Berlin Mars is in the house 
of the people (first), it is not reasonable 
to conclude that fighting will be less in- 
tense. merely that a new field will open up. 


Italy 


At Rome, even more than at. Berlin, 
Neptune shows up as an affliction.» And 
as Neptune rules aviation, both Germany 
and Italy may suffer from air raids of ever 
increasing intensity. And while both Nep- 
tune and Pluto are in the house of the 
enemy at London, indicating air raids in 
reprisal, Venus in the house of the people 
(first) and Jupiter in the house of build- 
ings (fourth) give more protection, and 
indicate less loss. From this the conclu- 
sion may be drawn that the initiative in 
air attack is to be wrested from the. Nazis, 
and that in great measure they are to be 
placed on the defensive, and suffer severely 
from air attacks. 

In both the Berlin and the Rome New 
Moon chart, Neptune is square the New 
Moon and Mercury in the house of gov. 
ernment (tenth), indicating dissatisfaction 
with those who have been in command, 
and some radical change in the leadership. 


Near East 


At Ankara, Mars rising brings the wart 
near. Pressure to send shipping through 
the Dardanelles may be brought on Tur- 
key, and lead to perplexities. And while 
this country may yet escape actual war- 
fare, military action is indicated for coun- 
tries not far distant. Africa, at least, and 
quite possibly the Near East, are indicated 
as regions where new fighting may occur, 
especially on the waters adjacent to these 
regions, as the New Moon there falls in 
the house of shipping (ninth). The people 
of Turkey will not be in a yielding mood, 
but will firmly resist the pressure brought 
upon them. 
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Far East 

Mars in the house of government in the 
New Moon chart for Chungking also in- 
dicates that China is in no mood to talk 
peace except on her own terms. Japan, 
on the other hand, is beginning to be bad- 
ly in need of supplies, as indicated by 
Saturn in the tenth house of the New 
Moon chart at Tokyo. And as Uranus is 
also there, some sudden change of policy 
is quite likely in the month following De- 


cember 18th. Japan finds herself in a . 


very difficult situation. Mars in the ninth 
house indicates trouble over ships. Venus 
in the seventh may mean friendly over- 
tures from some other country. But Pluto 
rising brings pressure from some of her 
people to continue her policy of aggressive 
expansion. 

She will have to make up her mind soon 
as to the extent she is willing to renounce 
this policy in the interest of peace in the 
Pacific. December brings a closer co-op- 
eration between Britain and the U. S. in 
the matter of maintaining freedom of the 
seas. This will not be pleasing to Japan. 
And it is to be hoped Venus in the seventh 
of the New Moon chart will prevail, in 
which case she will move toward peace. 
But if Pluto in the first, which opposes 
Venus, prevails, and she defies the Democ- 
—. action soon may be taken against 
er. 


Argentina 


The New Moon chart for Buenos Aires 
shows Neptune in the house of courts and 
shipping (ninth house) square the New 
Moon and Mercury in the house of prisons 
and subversive activities (twelfth). There- 
fore, secret plottings and the legal investi- 
gation and prosecution of such plots, to- 
gether with difficulties arising over ship- 
ping, may be expected. Pluto, the planet 
of the Nazis, is powerful through being in 
the house of the enemy (seventh), show- 
ing such foreign influences to be active, 
working; especially through economic chan- 
nels, as indicated by Pluto_being opposi- 
tion Venus in the house of money (sec- 
ond). 

__The ruler of the first house, Saturn, is 
in the house of speculation and entertain- 
ment, inclining people to take greater in- 


terest than usual in these two matters. 
And as: Mars is in the house of factories 
(fourth), the effort to secure adequate de- 
fense armament may be speeded up. De- 
structive fires also may take place. 

As Venus is the ruler of the house of 
business (tenth), and is in aspect to Pluto 
in the house of war, a prominent interest 
throughout the month may be the effect 
of the war on business. And as Venus 
makes the sextile of Mars and the trine of 
Jupiter, business in general should be 
good, but with undue emphasis on specu- 
lation. Expose and heightened speculative 
activities should occur near December 
22nd and December 29th, when the Moon 
in the New Moon chart makes powerful 
aspects to Uranus in the fifth house.

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What Saturn Requires

a necessary duties which circum- 
stances impose upon the natives of Sagit- 
tarius during the coming year fall into two 
distinct and widely different categories; 
adjustment during the first four months; 
cooperation during the remaining eight 
months of 1942 and until June 1944. 

A transit through one house can never 
be disassociated from its influences in all 
the other houses of a chart. A complete 
philosophy of life can be based on this 
interrelation which supplies the thread 
tying past circumstances to present, and 
present to future. Because Saturn repre- 
sents the requirements circumstances place 
upon the individual, the transits of this 
planet can furnish a “guide to intelligent 
living.” 

The period from January until May 
1942 might be termed “preparatory.” In 
a sense, every. two-year period is a prepa-

Jupiter having long been considered as the 
higher octave of Saturn, when the disease 
was of a Saturnian nature, a definite im- 
provement was ever expected when the 
progressed Moon aspected the radical Jupi- 
ter felicitously. 

Among the products of earth considered 
ruled by Jupiter the following are perhaps 
the most notable: Asparagus, sage, leeks, 
nutmegs, cloves, rhubarb, strawberries, 
mints, sugar-cane, myrrh, currents, the 
dandelion and the daisy. .Among trees, he 
rules the lime, linden, ogk, birch, olive, 
mulberry, ash, almond, besides several 
trees growing berries of various sorts. 

Jupiter’s stones are the amethyst, hya-“ 
cinth, topaz, moonstone, sapphire and car- 
buncle, his rulership over all of these hav- 
ing been well authenticated. 

His primary metal is tin, also electrum. 

His colors are blue, violet, purple, mix- 
tures of red and indigo, and some say red, 
too, and when it is mixed with green. 
The deeper tone of the midnight sky is 
also very expressive of Jupiter’s vibration. 

Not everyone can have the benevolent 
Jove as Ruler of his Nativity, it is true, 
but everyone can and everyone should live 
up to his most promising aspirations, thus 
to rise above the common humdrum of 
mundane cares, the entanglements of mere 
earthly circumstance. Or, as my old 
philosopher-friend of Naishapir was wont 
to say, as true now as ever it was in his 
day and before:—

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Market and Business Trends 


December, 1941 
A. Sherwood Vickers (R.T. A.) 


One in ten knows what to do; one in ten who knows, will do. 


o graphic presentation of the fluctu- 
ations of commodity, stock, and bond 
prices present a picture resembling hills 
and valleys. The graphic chart of planetary 
cycles makes a similar picture of rising 
and falling patterns which remind us of 
familiar scenes-of hills and valleys. 

In the charting of both planetary and 
economic cycles, we find many different 
patterns. For the sake of a concrete un- 
derstanding and picturization, a list of the 
most familiar ones will be described and 
illustrated. There are a great variety de- 
pending upon the nature of the subject, 
and the condition of the terrain, so to 
speak. Stock and Commodity prices pre- 
sent pictures which look like the very sharp 
and mountainous regions of the Rockies or 
Alleghenies. Bonds, business activity, and 
real estate cycles show gradual elevations 
and declining slopes like the foothills. Any 
of these may be modified, however, by the 
modifying planetary cycles. There are 
long rising slopes and gradual declines 
caused by the slow moving planets like 
Neptune, Uranus, and Saturn. There are 
the sharp quick moves which cause small 
peaks and valleys like the movements and 
aspects of slower moving planets such as 
Mars, Venus, and Mercury. 

Sometimes we have great peaks which 

show the “water sheds” of economic eras. 
Examples of these were illustrated in the 
October 1941 Article by the Neptune 
Commodity Cycle. The three great infla- 
tionary peaks which were illustrated are 
, equally as important from an economic 
standpoint as the three great mountain 
ranges of the United States, the Allegheny, 
the Rocky, and the Sierra Madre, which 
are important in the Geography of our 
country. These great peaks of commodity 
price inflation resemble Pikes Peak and 
Mount Whitney. 


The mighty rise of the 1927 to 1929 
stock market prices under the stimulation 
of the trine of Uranus and Saturn was 
followed by a precipitous decline when 
Saturn opposed Jupiter and afflicted Jupi- 
ter by parallel during the Fall of 1929-30, 
A series df bearish planetary cycles fol- 
lowed during the next two years, such as 
the square between Saturn and Uranus, 
which finally resulted in prices reaching an 
abnormal low like the bottom of the Can- 
yon of Colorado. ; 

This Saturn afflicting Jupiter cycle was 
repeated on a smaller scale in 1940. Dur- 
ing the early months last year prices of 
stocks made a plateau-like pattern. The 
chart in the July 1941 article illustrates 
how the plateau suddenly came to an end 
with a precipitous decline, as if the market 
had tumbled over a ledge and plunged 
down and down like Niagara Falls. 

A similar quick and sudden decline was 
illustrated in the August 1941 article. 
During 1933, from April to July, Uranus 
and Neptune were in parallel aspect. Run- 
ning “parallel” to the charted pattern of 
this aspect, the stock market rose like a 
steep mountain. In July, the ridge was 
crossed and there followed a sudden de- 
cline when the Sun made a square to 
Uranus at a critical time. During August 
1941, when the Sun squared Uranus and 
Saturn, the decline was spread over 4 
longer period of time, because the market 
had just previously been down in a valley. 
It had not risen enough to be in a position 
to fall, besides, Uranus was trine Neptune, 
which tended to offset the bearish influ- 
ence of the cycle. ; 

One of the best examples of the graphic 
depiction of planetary and economic cycles 
is illustrated in the July 1940 article. This 
showed the business activity index up to 
March 1941, but since that time the busi

ness activity index has followed the cycle 
caused by the trine between Uranus and 
Neptune like a street car follows its track. 
I wish any new readers would become ac- 
quainted with this cycle because it is a 
forecast which runs through to 1944. It 
promises to be the dominant influence 
upon business trends during the next three 
years. It is my forecast that business ac- 
tivity will reach higher peaks than during 
any previous period in the History of the 
United States. It is estimated that for 
every new dollar spent there is an average 
circulation of about nine more times. All 
the enormous amount of money which the 
Government is spending will be spent nine 
more times. If the Government spends 100 
billion and the money is re-circulated nine 
more tithes, that will be a total expendi- 
ture of one-thousand billion or one-trillion 
dollars. That is as much as the present 


estimated value of the United States. 


The November Article illustrated a cycle 
which is really as large as a mountain. 
That is the conjunction and parallel as- 
pects of Uranus and Saturn. The charts 
are taken from early 1897 until 1899. It 
is probably the best of all the “hill and 
valley” illustrations. These two planets in 
conjunction and simultaneously trine Nep- 
tune a large portion of the time during 
1942-43-44 create a historical cycle. It is 
further expanded, developed, and made 


” “mountainous” by the transiting of Saturn . 


and Uranus into the sign of Gemini (the 
sign of the United States), and of Nep- 
tune in the sign of Libra. From a finan- 
cial standpoint, this composite cycle can 
be fully expressed only by the circulation 
of one-trillion dollars. 

Because of the dominant influence of 
the large planets in creating such long 
cycles, it leaves little to be said for the 
small fluctuations which might be inter- 
esting to the in-and-out traders. The 
minor moves of all kinds of markets are 
going to be absorbed, so to speak, by the 
larger ones. 

It also follows that the larger economic 
units, and especially the political units, 
will tend to swallow up the smaller ones. 
Federal finance is favored. 

The exception to the dominant influence 
of the large planets is found when the

fast moving small planets aspect the large 
ones. An illustration of this occurred on 
the 17th of September, 1941, when the Sun 
was parallel to Neptune. From a research 
standpoint, it was interesting to note that 
the cycle brought a response on the exact 
hour of culmination. During the previous 
hour, the market volume was 70,000 
shares with practically no price change. 
On the next hour when the cycle “struck,” 
there were 470,000 shares traded. This 
was nearly seven times as many with prices 
moving up sharply and overcoming condi- 
tions which had for so long registered 
themselves in the market as major diffi- 
culties. 

Another important point for the investor 
to bear in mind is that the particular se- 
curity and commodity does best which 
corresponds to the dominant cycles oper- 
ating. For instance, the large slow moving 
planets tend to stimulate large slow mov- 
ing securities. That is the reason Preferred 
stocks have done so much better on an 
average than Common stocks. 


Convertible Preferred Stocks 


In the February article I gave a list of 
Convertible Preferred Stocks, and one of 
them.was Gillette Preferred. For the first 
six months of 1941 this stock could have 
been purchased for around $35. It still 
paid its dividend of $5 per share which 
gave an income of about 14%. It has 
been earning about $9 annually and is 
callable at $105. Many people thought 
that these facts were too ‘good to be true. 
One person went so far as to ridicule the 
idea that they were true, without first find- 
ing out what he was talking about. I have 
never known ridicule to stop any of the 
planets, and neither did it stop them in 
this case, because this stock started to 
move last July and went right on up to 
above $47, which was a new high for the 
year of about ten points. 

This is just an example of what hap- 
pened to nearly all of those Convertible 
Preferred Securities which I gave in my 
article. Paramount Pictures Second Pre- 
ferred went from a low of $10 up to $14, 
all the while paying a handsome dividend. 
1941 has been a very good year for those 
who could respond to the large slow mov- 
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ing planetary cycles. These same cycles 
will have a dominant influence in 1942-43. 

The December cycles favor INVEST- 
MENT more than TRADING activity. 
Practically the whole month of December 
appears to be one of those months when 
it is advisable to look around and hunt a 
special VALUE situation. It is becoming 
more and more. apparent that the markets 
as well as business opportunities generally 
are becoming more of a “specialty” situa- 
tion. 

There is a customary rise in the stock 
market after the 20th of December until 
the first week in January. This trend 
should occur this year, but be more sub- 
stantial in January 1942 than usual. The 
Sun is in opposition to Jupiter on the 8th 
of December and square to Neptune on 
the 21st. Both of these are slightly bear-

ish, but neither one comes during market 
hours. The Sun square Neptune falls on 
a Sunday. 

May I express a word of instruction 
about all financial matters as they appear 
to me from a cyclical standpoint? Much 
more time and attention should be devoted 
to all financial affairs during the imme- 
diate future than has been necessary be- 
fore in the history of our- country. It 
is advisable to obtain all possible in- 
formation about every kind of finan- 
cial decision. It may be even more nec- 
essary ‘to re-appraise your present position 
with a thought of taking immediate steps 
for improvement or security. This depart- 
ment is anxious to render as much service 
as possible to the readers of the American 
Astrology Magazine.

Narcissistic Love 


Narcissus, son of the river god 
Cephisus, rejecting the love of Echo, 
fell in love with his own reflection in 
the water, pined away, and was changed 
into a flower by the same name.— 
Grecian Myth. 


“Narcissistic love” is the psychological 
term often used to refer to the type of 
love in which the object of adoration is 
really the self. When the affections of 
this type of lover are centered upon 
another, it is often upon one who will be 
inclined to flatter or build up the ego, 
often to over-estimate beyond all reason 
the real value and abilities of the “‘Narcis- 
sus” person. 

The man or woman who possesses this 
type of Narcissistic love desires someone to 
reflect himself in glowing terms. But this 
type would never be sdtisfied or content 
to shine in the mate’s glory, or to find 
happiness in a mate who were wiser, more 
prominent or famous, more handsome or 
materially established than he, except in 
those instances where these attributes in 
the other would feed his pride, as when 
it would be a compliment to him to be 
seen in the company of his beloved, of her 
appearance, clothes, worldly position, and 
so forth. He would desire to display or 
“show off” his mate as a sort of possession, 
something to appease his own vanity. In 
fact, this type of person seeks ever the 
gratification of his own ego, usually to 
compensate for a feeling of- inadequacy in 
his own self and abilities, and unless his 
intended mate shows pronounced instinc- 
tive evidences of self-abasément, a natural 
willingness to flatter, condone, take a back 
Seat and overlook or make allowances for 


the other’s failings, shortcomings and 
weaknesses—and possible infidelities—we 
would consider this type a poor matri- 
monial risk. We might add that infidelity 
in this type is more than a possibility, for 
these are the Don Juans who all too often 
require constant change, variety and ro- 
mantic diversion as a “shot in the arm” or 
incentive to live, and as soon as one per- 
son is sufficiently familiar with their real 
character to see through their outer veneer 
and recognize their faults and weaknesses, 
their hurt vanity requires the stimulus of 
a new romantic interest. This philander- 
ing type requires that his mate play Pen- 
elope to his Ulysses; he wants to eat his 
cake and have it too, and to him what’s 
sauce for the goose definitely isn’t sauce 
for the gander. 

On the other hand, there is a second 
type of so-called self-love, found most gen- 
erally in fire sign people, which .is really 
one of the highest forms- of love, and we 
should not criticize or disparage it. In 
this type, we find the pride and esteem of 
self which demands—and often receives— 
the best that life has to give. This type 
of person endeavors to live up to the high- 
est and best in himself, by adhering to 
what he considers worthy actions, ideals 
and standards. He feels that, inasmuch 
as he has to live with himself until he 
dies, he should endeavor to hold as high 
an opinion of hiniself as possible and 
therefore does not do anything intention- 
ally to hurt his self-respect. He also re- 
fuses to accept an inferior product in a 
mate. _ He identifies himself with the per- 
fection of the,Creator, or the highest form 
of Life, and, like Caesar’s wife, his mate 
should be above reproach. He seeks not 
a reflection of his own image, but rather 
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his own counterpart or ideal, as in the 
version of Pausanias, “Narcissus, to con- 
sole himself for the death of a favorite 
twin sister, his exact counterpart, sat gaz- 
ing into the spring to recall her features 
by his own.” In other words, in love this 
type “recognizes himself in another and 
delights in the recognition.” 

The lover who entertains a high opinion 
and healthy respect for himself certainly 
would never knowingly allow himself to 
become the deceived party in an emotional 
triangle. Or, should he realize that he 
had been inadvertently drawn into some 
such unfavorable situation, he would pro- 
ceed to withdraw from the picture with 
all the maintenance of pride and dignity 
he could summon, even to the extent of 
looking down magnanimously upon the 
would-be betrayers of his love and trust 
and of making what he would feel to be 
the noble, generous gesture of self-renun- 
ciation. He is not apt to remain long a 
party to-a situation that would place him 
in the position of being considered an ob- 
ject of ridicule, a “fool,” or worse—some- 
one to incite pity—therefore we usually 
find him making a gracious retreat from 
the paths of those who have been the 
cause of his secret heartache and who 
would make of him a ridiculous figure 
should he let them, until such time as, 
having regained the tolerance and sense of 
humor of the casual observer or imper- 
sonal friend, he would find it in his heart 
to reappear. However, his attitude and 
confidence toward the offender would never 
again be the same. In many instances, 
we find the pride of this type becoming 
an armor of laughter and apparent gaiety 
that none may see the pain that has been 
inflicted by the insincerity or disloyalty 
of the object of his love. The love of this 
type, once lost, is seldom regained, but 
never admitting defeat, it continues to 
seek until it finds the ideal loved image 
or “other self,” and is content with no sub- 
stitute. No sacrifice is too painful, no 
giving of self too great when the true ob- 
ject of adoration is found. In return, it 
expects to receive of its mate appreciation 
and proper respect, even as Life demands 


that we appreciate and value properly 
what we are given, else it be taken away 
from us. The highest love of this type is 
most evident in mother-love, in which the 
woman regards her child as part of her, 
as flesh of her flesh, soul of her soul. In 
the motion picture, “Citizen Kane,” we 
also find a striking example of a certain 
rare type of Narcissistic love, although 
one which borders somewhat upon the 
first or negative type. 

As self-valuation and self-respect lead 
to self-control, the higher type of so-called 
Narcissistic love may lead eventually to 
“the greatest of all victories, self-mastery.” 
Or, in the words of Goethe, 

“From every power that all the world 
enchains 

Man frees himself when self-control he 
gains.”

ences of relationship (learnt through com- 
panionship and hatred, through love and 
the tragedies of love) into the expanded 
sphere of the “I am.” It is knowledge of 
the experienced “We” focalized into the 
suffering and joy of the life of relation- 
ship. 

TENTH HOUSE—The keynote is: to 
achieve. The man who understands the 
vast life of human relationship ever re- 
born through multitudes of ego, can be- 
come a “chief.” He can establish him- 
self among his fellow-men as a “functional 
part” of the-social Whole—as a cell of 
the Body of human Society. This discov- 
ery, by the expanded and socialized ego 
of his work and his place of destiny may 
obviously happen by the force of events at 
any time, early or late in life. But the 
conscious and definitely significant estab- 
lishment of the self in that work of des- 
tiny is usually found to coincide with the 
passage of the progressed Moon through 
the 10th house.

harmony and fitness only by coming into 
active association with others; unfortu- 
nately to him the association implied only 
conflict. 

Yet, fundamentally, Nietzsche was an 
optimist, conscious of the Venus-joy in life. 
“T could only believe in a God who knew 


how to dance.” “God is joy and God is 
freedom.” Good is that which makes for 
progress in the development of mankind 
toward absolute beauty and _ perfection, 
He prophesied that eventually the world 
would be peopled with supermen, “in 
whom all values of civilized culture will 
find harmonious expression” (Coleridge’s 
dream?). He was a Venus-type of ideal- 
ist in that he pictured man as capable of 
achieving a Spartan type of beauty, men- 
tally and physically. He believed that 
man should not encourage the weak and 
degenerate to live by protecting them, but 
wanted man to develop individual strength 
so that there would only -be strong and 
good people left in the world to propagate, 
He believed that degeneracy could be 
wiped out by struggle and the survival of 
the best. This theory has been misinter- 
preted to imply that Nietzsche upheld the 
use of force by those who would seek to 
prove their superiority by dominating 
others. He did not preach a philosophy of 
oppression as is commonly supposed. He 
merely asked that man be set free to test 
and strengthen himself in competition with 
others, but in all fairness as to privileges 
and advantages. The fight to survive was 
to be a fair one. This we know as “the 
reality of social living.” 

The warlike phase of the Libra per- 
sonality is expounded with considerable 
intensity in the plays of Eugene O’Neill, 
about whose work a critic makes the fol- 
lowing pertinent remarks: “His characters 
are seldom good-humoured, but, on the 
contrary, almost always in conflict—friend 
against friend, man against wife, son 
against father, mother against daughter. 
It is a veritable battlefield which O’Neill 
exposes before our eyes, a battlefield in 
which not only the living but even the 
dead hurl themselves against one another 
with their repelling loves and their mag- 
netically attracting hates.”

There are others: Oscar Wilde, who 
coined the expression, “Art for Art’s sake;” 
John Cowper Powys, who believed that 
“happiness is an art” and wrote about it; 
Arminius, the Dutch theologian, who

founded the Society of Remonstrants to 
oppose Calvinism. The flexible minds of 
Librans are capable of swinging into any 
position in order to attain the balance we 
associate with truth, and they often make 
many enemies in so doing. They believe 
in law, even while they believe in freedom. 
James Truslow Adams, also Libran, ex- 
presses it thus: “If we are to try to be 
moral we must have some code;” “No one 
can live a satisfactory life who has not 
established for himself some scale of 
values.” But he also finds moral law 
more important than civil law. 


There are Libra types whose instinct for 
balance has left them in a state of inde- 
cision or deadlock, fearful of exercising 
judgment. There are Librans who are 
fanatically pacific and Librans who are 
ardently war-like. There are those whose 
excessive mental activity makes them ner- 
vous or physically lanquid, and those 
whose excessivé physical activity has de- 
prived them of serious mental application. 
There are Libra intermediaries and Libra 
interventionists; coalitionists and opposi- 
tionists.

Dear Mr. Hook: 

I have been referred to you by American 
Astrology Magazine regarding an inquiry 
I made as to whether there is anything 
in pamphiet, book or booklet form deal- 
ing with the question of the so-called bene- 
ficial effects of planting during the new 
moon periods. I shall be obliged if you 
will supply me with any information on 
where I can secure same. 

I have a one-page manuscript issued by 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, Bureau of Plant Industry, entitled, 
“Do the phases of the moon affect plant 


growth?” 
F, E. D. 


In reference to the report, a note at the 
bottom of F. E. D.’s letter states “Not 
very favorable.” Here is the report of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
in condensed form: 

“Moon Farming: Planting seeds in ac- 
cordance with certain phases of the Moon 
has absolutely no support from any scien- 
tific point of view.” 

As early as November, 1935, many 


newspapers containing an illustration “This 
Curious World,” by William Ferguson, 
published a similar deduction. Did this 
shock the Moon sign and phase planters? | 
From the many letters I received, it cer- 
tainly must have set some of them back. 
However, the United States Department 
of Agriculture was partly right. We are 
not PHASE planters, as most people be- 
lieve we are, nor are we almanac planters. 

Perhaps in this December issue, before 
we start another year of planting, we 
should again make clear what true lunar 
planting is. 

What consistent plantings have you 
made, with records as to the sign and 
phase of the moon at planting time? Did 
you plant “Moon Sign Grown Seeds?” 
How many times had this seed been “Moon 
Sign Planted?” Did you use an ordinary 
almanac that gives the Moon in the con- 
stellations rather than the zodiacal signs? 
Should we take someone’s word that plant- 
ing by the Moon is all tommyrot, because 
they have found no scientific key to sup- 
port lunar science? 

If you wish to experiment, you must 
learn all you can about the causes and 
effects in Moon sign planting. To be @ 
good chemist, you must know all about 
chemical compounds. As far back as one 
knows anything about civilization, the 
ancient agriculturists in the Euphrates and 
Nile valleys knew about rotation of crops 
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and did their planting by the Moon’s 
position in the sign in the zodiac. For 
their success as agriculturists, they have 
been heralded down through the ages. 

If we plant only by the PHASES of 
the Moon, we are not Lunar planting. If 
we plant by the Moon in the constellations, 
we are not Lunar planting. If we use 
the ordinary almanac, nine chances out 
of ten we are not Lunar planting. 

You will find many who are ready to 
condemn something that they do not under- 
stand. They will experiment with things 
that they do not understand and if their in- 
formation and perception is not great 
enough to carry the experiment to a con- 
dusion, they will discontinue it and con- 
demn the practice. The only way you can 
claim that you are a 
true lunar planter is 


the soil are to be planted on the “increase 
of the Moon”—New Moon and First Quar- 
ter. Crops or plants that produce their 
yield in the soil are to be planted on the 
“decrease of the Moon”—Full Moon and 
Last Quarter. Plants that grow from seed 
with a root formation, similar to beans, 
corn, lettuce, oats, peas, sweet-peas and 
marigolds, should be planted when the 
Moon is new or in first quarter. 

Plants that produce their crops in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
similar to beet, carrot, potato, radish, tulip 
and gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon is full or in last quarter. Plant in 
last quarter only if necessary, as it is not 
considered the best time for planting.

A FTER finishing a college entrance 
course in high school, the Virgo native 
whose chart is reproduced above responded 
to the pull of Mars in Scorpio in the 6th 
house and entered nurses’ training. She 
writes that after one year she found she 
did not like to “handle people,” and now 
we decide what work she would like 
to do. 

Uranus, ruler of the midheaven, stands 
alone in the eastern hemisphere, in oppo- 
sition to both Sun and Saturn in Virgo and 
Jupiter in Leo. This configuration in it- 
self would indicate that the native would 
find it difficult to tolerate the regimenta- 
tion of nursing training ‘and the imper- 
sonal service aspect of the work. In all 
the examples given in this department, an 
effort is made to explain: as clearly as 
Possible the astrological reasons for our 
Opinions. However, students should realize 
that each single aspect, each planetary po- 


sition in house and sign and its derivative 
opinion is fitted into the total pattern of 
the chart. For the beginner, synthesizing 
the apparently contradictory elements is 
the most difficult part of learning to “read” 
a chart. Part of this is due to the com- 
mon method of approach—that of taking 
each factor singly, then trying to build 
these factors (which are unrelated in the 
mind by the very process of reasoning fol- 
lowed in this approach) into a completed 
whole. The result is about the same as 
one would expect if a contractor started 
to build a house with no plan to follow, 
and picked up first a brick, then a piece 
of wood, then cement, and so on. This 
apparent contradiction in a chart is to be 
expected—human beings are complex, and 
the more “civilized” they become, the more 
complex they are. The blueprint for your 
interpretation, or the picture of the chart 
as a whole, must be clear before you can 
examine the details, and every detail has a 
meaning in relation to the given whole. 
In the space allotted to this department, 
it is obviously impossible to give the ap- 
proach from beginning to end. There- 
fore, if the example is to serve an educa- 
tional purpose, the student should go be- 
yond the reasons given to see for himself 
(or herself) how the interpretation of one 
thing dovetails with other indications in 
the chart. 

The expression “handle people” in the 
Virgo native’s letter refers to physical han- 
dling; actually, this girl would be happiest 
in a position where she would “handle 
people,” meaning to control or oversee 
others (Virgo-Capricorn polarity, Mars in 
Scorpio in the 6th house and Saturn con- 
junct Venus in Virgo in the 5th). 

The critical faculties are so highly em- 
phasized that they can become either the 
strength or the weakness of the life. In 
other words, the tendency to be over-crit- 
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ical is present (Virgo Sun, Capricorn Moon, 
Mars in Scorpio), along with over-inde- 
pendence (Saturn in 5th, Uranus opposi- 
tion Sun and Saturn) and bluntness of 
speech (Uranus opposition Saturn, Mars 
square Mercury). Over and over again 
we have tried to show that astrology would 
serve no purpose if it were no more than 
a tool used to pry into people’s personal- 
ities, to point out “faults.” Where the 
student is unable to offer a therapy, nega- 
tive interpretation is best left unsaid, but 
each budding astrologer should learn early 
that every “personal liability” can be made 
into an asset if a place is found which 
calls for that particular type of action. 
For instance, this Virgo native would be 
an excellent department store “spotter” or 
detective, manager of an office, hotel or 
estate housekeeper, or social secretary. 
There are other fields she can enter; the 
important thing to consider is that she 
needs a job where her duties consist of 
seeing that other people perform their 
tasks efficiently—a minor executive posi- 
tion where she would be directly respon- 
sible for the excellence and quantity of 
the work turned out, but would not be 
required to make weighty decisions. She 
could also teach, preferably in the lower 
grades. Of course, she must curb her re- 
bellion at the restrictions of the prepara- 
tion period for any job—she would have 
been a good supervisor of nurses had she 
continued her training. A department 
store or other large organization should 
offer the best chances of advancement; per- 
sonal contacts and the development of the 
genuine diplomatic talent can prove pow- 
erful aids to success once she overcomes 
the instinctive self-defensive independence 
of Saturn in the 5th house. 

Marriage is not at all improbable within 
the coming two years—however, this does 
not lessen the necessity for finding an out- 
let for the critical ability—the native 
should continue after marriage (whenever 
this occurs) not only to maintain contact 
with group activity of some form—PTA 
or civic groups, political, charitable or so- 
cial organizations—-but to seek an execu- 
tive or committee position within some 
such group.

Authoritative Leadership—Greater Co-operation Between U. S. and Great Britain— 
Germany May Extend Hostilities and Attain a Victory—Russia Faces Change 
of Treaties, Direction and Association. 


=. long transit of Mars in Aries 
(which began July 2, 1941) rushes to a 
conclusion in December and enters Taurus 
Jan. 11, 1942. This fast moving Mars 
indicates great activity in industry, the 
government, foreign affairs or personal 
matters. Bottle necks in production— 
stocks, supplies or employment—will be 
forced open one way or another; a crisis 
may arise in labor conditions that re- 
quires some final, drastic solution. A lot 
of rubbish in ideas, propaganda, loose 
thinking and old habits will be cleared 
out; straight-thinking, responsible people 
can do the things necessary to bring world 
problems into a definite focus, so that in- 
dividuals will realize their personal as well 
as national responsibilities as a united 
force for permanent good. Other nations 
will strike hard to free themselves from 
intolerable conditions; battles on land or 
sea may increase. 

The transiting Mars makes three major 
aspects in December and these are bene-- 
ficial, being trines to Sun, Mercury and 
sextile to Jupiter. This should tie up a 
lot of loose ends; bring the power of or- 
ganization, adjustment, cooperation into 
constructive action. Projects and aims 
that have been hanging fire for some time 
may be settled for successful forward 
moves. Defense—economic or war—can 
be reinforced, the national goal and pur- 
Pose clarified. : 

From a multiplicity of other charts, 
however (including those of the U. S., 
the Great Mutation, the Feb. 15, 1941 
Mutation, the beginning of the war, Sept. 
1, 1939, the Ingress of Spring and Sum- 


mer 1941, and many eclipse charts), this 
transit of Mars points to aggressive hostil- 
ity on a broader front and possibly a new 
line-up of governments, allies or enmity. 
The major action appears to take place in 
countries on or near the Mediterranean 
(Syria may again be prominent), the near 
East from the Aegean to India, French 
Equatorial Africa, Japan, the Pacific, the 
Panama Canal, the West Indies and Brazil; 
any of which may be the setting for the. 
extension of combat by armed forces. In 
addition diplomatic and propaganda pres- 
sure may be severe, but it will be in the 
direction of dissipating illusions rather 
than clouding issues. It is pretty certain 
that any tendency to be lulled into a sense 
of false security in the United States will 
be blasted this month. Mgrs in Aries does 
not mince words nor action, and as that 
planet now moves from a square of the 
Sun in the U. S. natal chart to an opposi- 
tion of Saturn and on to a square of Mer- 
cury and progressed Jupiter, it looks as if 
a blow between the eyes might wake Amer- 
ica up to the fact that aggressive defense 
was necessary. The Mars-Saturn aspect 
may really find this country with its back 
to the wall, but ready at last to get into 
harness for the fray—but just to get ready 
—it will take time to be fully prepared; 
from January to March, 1942, will be the 
time to find out how essential prepared- 
ness is in preventing blows. In the Great 
Mutation chart Mars moves through the 
natal 6th house, conjuncting Pluto and 
squaring the Moon and Venus; this also 
shows the impact of awakening to labor, 
the people, the army and navy, and a 
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sweeping change of ideas or action in re- 


gard to fighting forces, training and morale.’ 


In this connection it might be interest- 
ing to note an aspect in the United States 
chart relative to army discipline or train- 
ing, and the attitude of the people toward 
the army as a unit of combat. The aspect 
is a trine of Mars to the Moon; this is 
of course a sign of a vigorous and com- 
bative spirit with the ability to go into 
swift action under sufficient pressure, 
which Americans undoubtedly have. But 
more than that it shows that, they “don’t 
scare easy,” and that they have no inten- 
tion of drilling, training, learning, or pro- 
longed discipline unless the fight is forced 
or right at hand; they just won’t be both- 
ered about getting ready to buckle down 
for anything that is remote to their own 
interests or remote in time or space. In 
every war this country has had (beginning 
with the Revolutionary) it has been dif- 
ficult to get men to enlist. The issues in 
the present war have been further confused 
and morale undermined by the square of 
the progressed Sun to the natal, progressed 
and transiting Neptune which has affected 
high and low alike, and made straight- 
forward, clear cut understanding practically 
impossible on any national question. On 
the other side of the picture is Japan, 
which has Mars square Moon; this is the 
signature of a nation spoiling for a fight, 
of bellicose action in the political arena or 
on the field of battle. It seeks inde- 
pendence by contentions or terror. As the 
aspect here is from Pisces to Gemini, the 
coming transit of Saturn and Uranus in 
that sign may see a great ohange in such 
tactics. 

The Venusian element in human or 
world affairs begins to take on a different 
and more spstained influence this month, 
as Venus passes into Aquarius, where it 
will be transiting until April 6, 1942. 
In a world sense this will bring a greater 
degree of independence to all peoples and 
a more universal interplay in all relations 
through bonds of sympathy and under- 
standing. It will increase the trend toward 
unionizing the democracies of the earth 
and even bring to totalitarian nations a 
sense of reaching out to others for sustain- 
ment and courage. Nevertheless, while 


Venus in Aquarius holds out glowing 
promises for close relationships, the essen. 
tial desire for freedom involved does not 
always allow those promises to be fulfilled, 
Charm, magnetism, may lead to romantic 
adventures in public or private life, but 
underneath is a ruthless spirit that can 
cut off associations as well as encourage 
them. Aquarians love to spend money— 
especially are they big hearted and open 
handed with other people’s money; but 
Venus (as the ruler of Taurus) is not al- 
ways so generous unless there is some per- 
sonal profit in it. Thus during the com- 
ing four months the reactions of this coun- 
try may be torn over Lease-Lend supplies, 
to taxation and consequent curtailment of 
any business activity as it cuts into home 
life. Unfortunately in this long transit 
Venus will square Saturn, Mars and 
Uranus, indicating some loss or shock that 
may have tragic implications for those 
nations where these planets or degrees are 
prominent in a chart. 

In December, Neptune is within less 
than half a degree of Libra, and although 
it will retrograde back to 27 degrees of 
Virgo in June, 1942, this month may bring 
the development of many conditions that 
will eventuate next fall. “Any planet in the 
last degree of a sign is very weak; so the 
transit of Neptune in Virgo has about 
spent its power, and the gains or losses 
of any nature, but especially social, finan- 
cial, in labor or production, of the past 
thirteen years are now in a state of flux 
as the influence is transferred from ome 
sign to another. While it is possible that 
good judgment and full awareness of esset- 
tial needs can consolidate gains, it is also 
possible that the losses may be retrieved 
to some extent, or at least a ray of future 
brightness may be manifest. This chang- 
ing emphasis is further highlighted by the 
new Moon of Dec. 18th as it activates the 
eclipses of March and Sept. 1941 (as well 
as that of March 1942) and also the Sum- 
mer Ingress, in all of which Neptune was 
prominently aspected. The December luna 
tion forms in effect a last progressed square 
going to the final opposition of Neptune @ 
Virgo next March; so this month a tum 
in events and condition can lead to a coh 
clusion of long term complications, pa 
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' ticularly those caused by a welter of non- 


understanding, confusion and doubt (to 
say nothing of intrigue and treachery) in 
or between nations or groups. 

As this lunation is conjunct the prog- 
ressed Sun in the U. S. chart, it points to 
large changes in the Administration and to 
its objectives and methods; also a new 
set-up in labor unions and the emergency 
of more authoritative leadership, possibly 
in the person of Philip Murray. It indi- 
cates greater coordination between the 
United States and Great Britain, with 
both countries engaged in naval battles. 
England will be using all its powers in 
dealing with enemy action touching its 
interests around the globe. Germany may 
extend hostilities and attain a victory, 
which, however, can be reversed in Febru- 
ary-March as a more powerful opponent 
comes into action. Russia is facing a 
change of treaties, associates or direction 
which may be against the Stalin ambitions 
—eventually the changes now in process 
may eliminate Stalin as a dictator. 

The transits for December are for the 
most part very beneficial for Christmas 
business, for earnings and travel. It might 
be a good idea to make purchases as early 
as possible.to avoid disappointment over 
shortage of stocks. While luxuries are 
available, feminine ideas of adornment for 
the person or home are practically sure to 
get a rude shock around the 11th-16th. 
An act of Congress may halt any tendency 
to inflation by cutting down further on 
supplies. Industry should be in high gear 
all month; manufacturing may be at a 
peak for all out production of war supplies. 
Nevertheless labor conditions can be a 
problem and some very drastic.action may 
be taken around the middle of the month 
to insure continued production. 
marine, naval affairs, oil and tin may pre- 
sent very involved problems. In private 
affairs, the first part of the month is de- 
cidedly the best for fast, accurate and. suc- 
cessful developments ; after the middle of 
the month aggressive action in any depart- 
ment of the government or public life can 
increase cross purposes and make advance 
more difficult. Diplomatic pressure and 
propaganda may be the inciting cause.

.. Uranus in the U. S. chart and also the 


fixed star Aldebaran, bringing into play 
the opposition of the fixed star, Antares. 
While these positions are favorable for 
business, public honors and gain of power, 
there is great liability of violent, destruc- 
tive action, treachery in foreign relations 
and casualties in foreign lands or on the 
seas. Events which may not be clear at 
this time will, however, be decisive turn- 
ing points in this country’s future policy 
and moves. 

The new Moon of Dec. 18th is again in 
the 1st house, square Neptune on the mid- 
heaven. Any weakness in government, 
public morale, differences between isola- 
tionists and interventionists, labor troubles, 
fifth column activities or army discipline; 
any doubts, confusions, inefficiency or

Running a boarding house is not unfa- 
vorable to this chart (Jupiter, ruler of the 
Asc, in Taurus in the 4th house of home, 
trine the 8th house Venus, sextile Nep- 
tune in Cancer), but her social talents and 
originality (Moon conjunct Uranus) 
should be utilized to make her business in 
some way a personal accomplishment. 
Saturn in the 2nd house needs financial 
security—its opposition to the Sun makes 
the native uncomfortably aware of the 
pinch of circumstances and the necessity 
for caution—an awareness which is at odds 
with the extravagant desires of Mars in 
Leo square Jupiter. This could easily lead 
her to alternate between over-caution and 
squandering, probably jumping back when 
she should go forward and vice versa. A 
radical change is in order during the next 
year, for the progressed Moon conjuncts 
Jupiter, Mercury turns direct in motion, 
and progressed Mars conjuncts natal Sun 
—all this as Jupiter transits the 7th house, 
and Saturn and Uranus enter the 7th house 
sign. A fine opportunity can result, al- 
though the ground should be looked over 
thoroughly before moving on anything new 
and all action tempered with a goodly dose 
of caution.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


F ROM the standpoint of medical science, 
‘ we are not too fortunate in the extent of our 
knowledge of infantile paralysis. But from 
the standpoint of its astrological indica- 
tions, and the corresponding factors within 
the unconscious mind, or soul, that need 
re-education to insure that the astrologic- 
ally shown predisposition does not develop 
into the disease, we are more fortunate. 
In its files, the Church of Light has 100 
timed charts of persons who have suffered 
from this disease, with the progressed as- 
pects worked out to the time of the illness. 

From the outer-plane standpoint, infan- 
tile paralysis is an acute inflammation of 
the gray matter forming the anterior horn 
of the spinal cord. It has been reported, 
but as yet not confirmed, that the filter- 
passing virus which médical science holds 
responsible for the disease has been iso- 
lated. It is not claimed, however, that 
any antitoxin has as yet been’ perfected. 
The disease is most prevalent in the hot 
summer months. The virus is supposed 
by medical science to invade the nose and 
throat, and then make its way along the 
spinal cord, Sometimes it even goes as 
far as the brain. The disease at times at- 
tacks adults, even those of middle age, but 
far more frequently affects young children. 

After from four to six weeks, the acute 
stage of the disease usually has passed, 
leaving perhaps only one group of muscles 
affected. Such regions as are thus affected 
are colder than the other muscles, and may 
be blue. The severity of the after effects 
depends upon the violence and amount of 


spread of the inflammation of the spine.: 


The chief after effect is the impairment of 
muscular adjustment. Some of the limbs 
frequently are thus affected. 

I think at this pojnt I should make plain 
that I do not hold that the virus, if it is a 
virus, is the cause of infantile paralysis. 
Effects on the physical body are always 


accomplished through appropriate physical 
agents. Poisoning, for instance, may re- 
sult from the chemical reaction of certain 
body cells to a thought, or it may result 
from some chemical entering the body with 
the food, or it may result through some 
other process. But we may be sure of 
this, that whenever an individual is poi- 
soned, physical chemicals inimical to his 
organism are present. Such chemicals are 
the agents, but not necessarily the cause 
of the individual being poisoned. And thus 
also the virus, if it is a virus, which in- 
vades the system which is attacked by in- 
fantile paralysis, may be considered the 
outer-plane agent of inner-plane forces 
which, due to astrology, we know consid- 
erable about. 

In the charts of all but one of the 100 
examined, the planet Mars was prominent, 
and at the time the disease developed was 
a member of a progressed aspect. Both 
invasion and fever are characteristic of 
the disease’s predisposition toward which 
are indicated by Mars. And Mars is the 
most constant of all factors in this dis- 
ease. 

People with a prominent birth-chart 
Mars are aggressive and combative, and 
somewhat given to irritation. This being 
the case, we are warranted in concluding 
that the thought factors within their un- 
conscious minds which express in these 
characteristics are more active than in the 
souls of people who are meek mannered 
and mild. And observation shows that dur- 
ing the periods when there are progressed 
aspects to Mars in their charts, these peo- 
ple are still more given to haste, strife and 
energetic action than they are at times 
when no progressed aspect to Mars is 
present, 

This points to the conclusion that what 
we calls the Mars thought-cells, the mental 
factors within the soul which express im 
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Mars thoughts, are then more than nor- 
mally active. From the inner-plane stand- 
point, even though it be acknowledged that 
Mars astrological energies are environ- 
mental factors which are utilized by the 
thought-cells, we consider the cause of the 
invasion, consequent fever and the other 
complications, to be the special activities 
of certain thought-cells within the indi- 
vidual’s soul, 

Now there are many diseases, some of 
which already have been discussed in this 
department, which are attracted, and from 
the inner-plane standpoint are caused, by 
unusual activities of the thought-cells of 
the soul mapped in the birth-chart by, and 
timed through progressed aspect to, Mars. 
But infantile paralysis is indicated differ- 
ently from these in the other constant 
astrological factors and their correspond- 
ing thought activity. In fact, it is most 
unusual from an astrological standpoint in 
having not merely one or twe constants 
which can be recognized, as is the case 
with most diseases, but in having four, 
which are nearly always present. 

Although not so constantly prominent 
in the chart of birth as Mars, Uranus and 
Saturn, a prominent birth-chart Sun is one 
of these constants, and by progression it 
is a member of an aspect at the time the 
' disease develops as often as is Mars. The 
Sun, through Leo, rules the spine. And 
from an inher-plane standpoint we con- 
clude that the reason the spine is affected 
at the given time is because the thought- 
cells within the soul which have to do with 
vitality and significance, which are mapped 
astrologically by the Sun, are at the time 
unusually active. 

Both Saturn and Uranus are prominent 
in the charts of nearly all infantile paral- 
ysis patients, and in nearly all of them 
there was a progressed aspect to each of 
these two planets, as well as to Mars and 
the Sun at the time the disease developed. 
In other words, these people had four types 
of thought-cells quite active at birth, and 
consequently in so far as they thought 
objectively, tended to entertain these kinds 
of thoughts. And at the time the disease 
was attracted, these same four mental fac- 
tors were in a state of unusual activity. 

But let us turn from the inner-plane 


‘ 


standpoint to a consideration of their in- 
fluence through outer-plane agents, bearing 
in mind that inner-plane forces, such as 
those exercised by thought-cells when they 
gain appropriate planetary energy to work 
with, are unable to bring about specific ex- 
ternal results unless they have specific ap- 
propriate agents to work with. That is, 
while we may consider inner-plane forces 
as the primary cause, we can not neglect 
the outer-plane as also playing its essen- 
tial part. Physical results are the product 
of both inner-plane energies and - outer- 
plane environment, both of which must be 
included if a complete cause is to be found. 

For instance, the prominence of Saturn 
in the, birth-charts of sufferers from the 
disease we are considering indicates that 
deficiency, which is characteristic of Sat- 
urn, lowers the vitdl resistance which the 
Sun rules. But there is something else 
which helps bring about the depletion and 
which aids the disease. It is indicated by 
Uranus being prominent in the chart of 
birth and receiving a progressed aspect at 
the time the disease is contracted. 


Nerve Tension 


Not only Mercury but Uranus also has 
much influence over the nerves; and it is 
their structure which is attacked. Fur- 
thermore, the parathyroid glands respond 
readily to either Uranus or Mercury, and 
upon their secretions depends the stability 
of the nervous system. The charts of those 
who have suffered from infantile paralysis 
show an extremely high-tension nervous 
system, as indicated by the prominence of 
Uranus. Anyone who will take the trouble 
to observe himself when a progressed aspect 
to Uranus is operative, or who will make 
enquiry of acquaintances when they have 
a progressed aspect to Uranus, will be con- 
vinced that such a progressed aspect coin- 
cides with a period in which the nervous 
tension is exceptionally high. 

This tension is coincident with the 
nerves generating high-frequency electrical 
energies. Such energies have their use, but 
as so much of the energy developed is 
diverted to other purposes than those vital, 
the normal vitality is by that much de- 
prived of the energy which ordinarily sus- 
tains it. Not only is the vitality lowered, 
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but the tension gives to the nerves unusual 
excitability and irritability. 

As a preventative, and to assist in re- 
covery, therefore, mental excitability and 
the tendency to high tension nerves should 
‘ be discouraged. The vitamin and mineral 
enriched foods which our government is 
now, in its preparedness program, encour- 
aging people to use, especially those recom- 
mended to increase nervous stability, also 
should be helpful. Such preventatives as 
these, which tend to keep the vitality high 
and the nervous system stable, can be ap- 
plied without difficulty to children. 

The changing of the mental attitude, so 
that the Mars thought-cells will express 
less in violence and irritability, through the 
cultivation of sympathy.and tolerance for 
others, and especially a kind responsibility 
for the weak and helpless—the Moon 
thought antidote which is so effective to 
neutralize or harmonize Mars—requires 
the determination of a mature mind. 

The other change in mental attitude in- 
dicated as an antidote may, through proper 
instruction, be brought about in children if 
they are not too young. It consists in 
developing freedom from wofry and fear 
(Saturn), also a lessening of the nervous 
tension (Uranus), through placing more 
reliance in prayer and the beneficence of 
Deity. A child can be taught not to get 
too tense and excited, and not to worry so 
much, through repeated and kindly in- 
structions of a religious nature which con- 
vince it that it does not carry the responsi- 
bilities of the world on its shoulders, and 
that if it lives and thinks right, there is 
no cause for fear,

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We believe that the few words used in 
this table to describe the weather will be 
as useful as a greater number or a labored 
description for each day and station. NW 
is North and South Dakota, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and northern parts of Kansas 
and Missouri; SW is southern parts of 
Kansas and Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas, 
Arkansas and Louisiana; NE is the coun- 
try east of the Mississippi river and north 
of the Ohio-Tennessee river valleys; SE 
is east of the Mississippi river and south 
of the Ohio-Tennessee river valleys to gulf 
coast and on east. 


This is a severely cold spell of nearly ten 
days in the regions west of the Alleghenies, 
but on the Atlantic coast .not so stormy 
nor so cold. ° 


Rainfall (Snow) Probabilities 


The following table gives the normal 
and the probable departure from normal 
for a number of stations in December, 
1941. The figures are inches and decimal 
fractions of an inch, while the algebraic 
signs indicate the forecasted departure 
from the normal. 
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The temperature chart is for central 
regions. To the west we allow one day 
earlier and to the east one day later. Ex- 
actitude is not expected, but for years 
these forecasts have been sufficiently close 
to warrant careful attention. 

On the Pacific Coast, the weather for 
December, 1941, begins with fairly warm, 
though changeable temperatures, quite 
warm near the 9th, then a cool.spell sets 
in, and by the 15th, frosty about the 
mountain and plateau sections. Then a 
change to warmer, around the 22nd being 
fairly warm for the season, but from then 
on to the end of the month there are rapid 
changes to colder weather. This is the 
rainy season in these regions and this year 
it is expected that there will be fully nor- 
mal moisture everywhere and in many 
coastal sections more than normal rainfall. 

East of the Rocky Mountains in De- 
cember, 1941, temperature is at first about 
normal, but near the 8th a sudden cold 
snap comes on. This is of short duration 
and by about the 17th it is unusually warm 
for this time of year. Finally, just about 
the 20th, some cold and stormy weather 
sets in, continuing to the end of the month.

Full Moon 


Effective December 3rd to December 18th 
The Full Moon of December 3rd occurs 
in 11° 19’ Gemini at 3:51 p. m., E. S. T., 
within a 3° sextile to Mars in Aries and 
applying by 6 degrees to a conjunction 
with a retrograde Jupiter. Action must 
be applied to new methods and revision of 
plans to counteract the recent stalemate or 
frustration growing out of the Scorpio Lu- 
nation of November 18th (which was in 
opposition to Saturn and Uranus). Ener- 
‘getic effort should be put forth up to the 
7th, at the solar trine to Mars, but the dan- 
ger of over-optimism must be circumvented 
for the Sun immediately opposes Jupiter 
on the 8th. However much may be’prom- 
ised, success or progress will very likely 
depend upon what has been earned in the 
past—“the fruits of your efforts” are not 
to be realized through wishful thinking. 


Lunation 


Effective December 18th to January 2nd 

The Sagittarius Lunation occurs in 26° 
07’ of this sign on December 18th at 5:18 
a. m., E. S, T. Aspecting Mercury by 
conjunction and Neptune by square, it may 
be very, very hard to tell just what one 
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can believe. Vague promises, misleading 
information may be handed out. Analysis 
based upon a practical foundation of 
proven facts is the only method by which 
groundless fears and shortsighted theories 
may be handled. “If in doubt, don’t,” can 
serve as a guiding keynote to events and 
circumstances focused in this New Moon 
and particularly around the 21st when the 
Sun conjuncts Mercury and both square 
Neptune on the same date.

Mercury 


Mercury moves from 27° 12’ Scorpio to 
16° 08’ Capricorn during December, enter- 
ing Sagittarius on the 2nd and Capricorn 
on the 21st. Ideas and plans may be sud- 
denly reversed at the opposition to Uranus 
on the Ist. Nevertheless, out of the ap- 
parent disruption, a clearer perception of 
events should grow as Mercury sextiles 
Neptune on the 2nd.

Venus 


Venus moves from 25° 35’ Capricorn to 
18° 34’ Aquarius, entering Aquarius on the 
5th; however, Venus is coming to a retro- 
grade point in 22° Aquarius on January 
12th—therefore it is advisable to take im- 
mediate steps to consolidate social gains or 
realize ambitions that may lose value-if de- 
layed beyond this last date. With trines to 
Uranus and Neptune on the 3rd and Sth, 
social and financial prospects brighten while 
people in general take on a happy, idealistic 
and devotional attitude, still colored, never- 
theless, with the practical reality of Capri- 
corn. From the 5th there is a distinct 
change in Venusian influénce as Venus 
enters Aquarius for a four-month visit.

Mars 


Mars gains in momentum, advancing 
from 13° 45’ to 24° 56’ Aries, moving on 
to complete its transit of Aries on January 
11, 1942. Mars receives the trine from- 
the Sun on the 7th, then sextiles Jupiter 
on the 9th—which should promote general 
success, expansion of plans and give favor 
to ambitious undertakings, even though 
Jupiter is retrograde. Results, however, 
may hold over until early April of 1942 
at the Mars-Jupiter conjunction in Gemini 
—therefore, conservative action becomes 
a must between now and April of 1942. | 


Jupiter 


Jupiter, retrograde, moves from 17° 24’ 
to 13° 24’ Gemini, slowing down to.a sta- 
tionary point in the 12th degree of this 
sign in late January before turning direct 
on February 5th. Promises are well meant, 
but perhaps too optimistically given; it 
will be much better to confine interests 
to the attainable, leaving generous impli- 
cations to be fulfilled in due time. 


Saturn 


Saturn, also retrograde, moves from 23°
